All  accounts,  in  discretion  of  the  comp- 
troller, must  be  verified  by  an  affidavit,  to  the  eflfect  that  tne 
account  is  true,  just  and  correct,  and  that  no  part  of  it  has 
been  paid,  but  is  actually  and  justly  due  and  owing;  on  all 
accounts  for  transportation,  furniture,  blank  and  other  books

CHAP.  722. 

AN  ACT  amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  the  following 
acts,  namely:  An  act  entitled  "An  act  establishing  a 
quarantine,  and  defining  the  qualifications,  duties,  and 
powers  of  the  health  officer  for  the  harbor  and  port  of 
New  York,"  passed  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three ;  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to 
quarantine  in  the  port  of  New  York,  and  providing  for 
the  construction  of  the  permanent  quarantme  establish- 
ment," passed  April  twenty-one,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six ;  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  quaran- 
tine in  the  port  of  New  York,  and  to  amend  existing  acts 
relative  thereto,"  passed  April  twenty-two,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine ;  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  sale  of  the  Marine  Hospital  grounds,"  passed 
May  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Passed  April  26, 1871 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

Preamble.  Whereas,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two,  the 
commissioners  of  emigration  of  the  state  of  New  York  held  in 
fee  certain  lands  and  Duildings  on  Ward' s  Island,  comprising 
the  state  emigrant  hospital  and  refuge  establishment,  and,  in 
trust  for  the  people  of  this  state,  certain  other  lands  and  build- 
ings on  Staten  Island,  comprising  the  marine  hospital  and  quar- 
antine establishment,  of  which  the  said  commissioners  then  had 
control;  and. 

Whereas,  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  of  the 
said  marine  hospital  were  so  great  as  to  compel  the  said  com- 
missioners to  mortgage  the  said  lands  on  Staten  Island  and 
Ward's  Island  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
which  mortgage  was  given  with  the  express  consent  of  the 
governor,  attorney -general  and  comptroller  of  the  state,  as 
required  by  law ;  and. 

Whereas,  by  an  act  passed  March  six,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven,  chapter  eighteen,  the  control  of  the  quarantine 
establishment  was  taken  &om  the  said  commissioners  of  emi- 
gration and  vested  in  a  board  of  quarantme  commissioners ; 
and,  by  a  further  act  passed  April  twenty-nine,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three,  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight, 
the  said  commissioners  of  emigration  were  directed  to  execute 
and  acknowledge  a  suitable  and  proper  conveyance  to  the 
state  of  all  their  right,  title  and  interest  in  the  said  lands  on 
Staten  Island  as  held  by  them  in  trust,  and  by  an  amendment 
to  the  said  last-mentioned  act,  passed  April  twenty-five, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  chapter  three  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  confirmed  by  an  act  passed  April  twenty-second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  chapter  five  hundred  and 
forty-three,  ''the  sum"  required  and  directed  to  be  fumisheJ 
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hj  the  commissioners  of  emi^'ation  toward  the  payment  of 
said  mortgage  '^  is  fixed  at  nit^  thousand  dollars,  that  sum

Passed  April  26, 1871.

Passed  April  26, 1871 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  throw  or  cast  any  dead  animal,  camon,  offal,  or  other 
putrid  or  offensive  matter  in  the  waters  of  the  North  and  East 
rivers,  adjoining  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Westchester 
and  Richmond,  or  in  the  bay  of  New  York,  or  in  Raritan  bay, 
\iithin  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state. 

§  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  i)erson  or  persons  to  sail, 
navigate,  or  move,  or  to  aid,  direct,  or  assist  in  sailing,  navi- 
gating, or  moving,  or  to  be  employed  upon,  or  to  accompany, 
any  boat  or  vessel  containing  any  such  animal  or  material  as 
aforesaid,  through  or  upon  the  waters  of  that  part  of  New 
York  bay  faiown  as  the  Narrows,  and  lying  between  Forts 
Wadsworth  and  Hamilton,  or  any  part  of  said  bay  south  of 
said  Narrows,  with  the  intent  or  for  the  purpose  of  throwing 
or  casting  such  animal  or  material,  or  any  portion  thereoi, 
into  the  ocean,  or  sea,  or  in  any  portion  of  the  waters  mentioned 
in  this  act,  without  a  permit  m  writing,  first  obtained  therefor 
from  the  inspector  to  be  appointed  under  this  act,  who  shall 
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have  the  power  of  granting  such  permits  from  time  to  time,  as 
he  shall  deem  proper,  and  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with

AN  ACT  in  reference    to    apprentices    and    employers. 

Passed  May  27, 1871. 

TTie  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorJc^  represerUed  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  in  this  state  to  employ  or 
take  as  an  apprentice  any  minor  person  to  learn  the  art  or 
mystery  of  any  trade  or  craft  without  first  having  obtained 
the  consent  of  such  person's  legal  guardian  or  guardians;  nor 
shall  any  minor  person  be  taken  as  an  apprentice  aforesaid 
unless  an  agreement  or  indenture  be  drawn  up  in  writing,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  duly  executed 
under  seal  by  the  person  or  persons  employing  said  appren- 
tice, and  also  by  the  parents  or  parent,  if  any  be  living,  or  by 
the  guardian  or  guardians  of  said  apprentice,  and  likewise 
by  said  minor  person  so  becoming  an  apprentice. 

§  2.  Said  agreement  or  indenture,  in  order  to  make  the  law 
valid,  shall  contain  the  following  covenants  and  provisions : 

1.  That  said  minor  person  shall  be  bound  to  serve  his  em- 
ployer or  employers  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  years.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  United  States  Inebriate  Asylum  for  the  reformation 
of  the  poor  and  destitute  inebriate,"  passed  April  fifth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  the  act  amendmg 
the  same,  passed  April  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five,  and  the  act  amending  the  same,  passed 
March  twenty-seven,  eighteen  huliared  and  fifty-seven, 
and  to  amend  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  New 
York  State  Inebriate  Asylum  and  to  change  the  number 
of  its  trustees  and  the  mode  of  their  appointment,  and 
directing  the  management  of  said  asylum. 

Pabbed  May  29, 1871;  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorTc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
fifteen  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Inebriate  Asylum, 
designating  at  the  time  of  such  appointment  their  resy)ective 
terms  of  office  with  reference  to  the  following  classification,  to 
wit :  five  of  said  trustees  shall  serve  for  four  years,  five  for  five 
years,  and  five  for  six  years,  from  the  time  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others  are 
appointed  in  their  stead,  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  removed 
for  cause,  at  any  time,  by  the  senate,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  governor.  Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  by  and  with,  the  advice  and  consent  oi  the  senate, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  six  years,  and  until  others  are 
appointed  in  their  stead,  and  subject  to  be  removed  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid.  The  property,  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  New 
York  State  Inebriate  Asvlum  shall  be  vested  in,  managed  and 
conducted  by,  the  said  board  of  trustees.

state.

The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  486  of  the  laws  of  1871,  ordaiii  and  establish  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  the  admission 
of  persons  hereafter  applying  to  be  admitted  as  attonieys, 
sohritors  and  counselors  in  the  courts  of  this  state. 


I. 

N'oi)prson  shall  be  permitted  to  practice  as  an  attorney, 
solicitor  or  counselor  in  any  court  of  record  of  this  sta^-. 
without  a  regular  admission  and  license  by  the  supreme  coui  t 
at  a  general  term  thereof.  To  obtain  such  admission  and 
license,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for  by  said  act,  the 
person  applying  must  be  examined  nuder  the  direction  of  the 
court.  The  time  for  the  examination  of  persons  applying  to 
be  admitted  as  attorneys,  Bolicitors  and  counseloi-s,  slialf  be 
Thursday  of  the  first  week  of  each  general  term,  in  the  several 
departments ;  and  the  time  for  taking  the  oath  of  office  shall 
be  ou  such  day  thereafter  as  the  court  may  direct. 

The  examinations  shall  in  all  cases  be  pnblic,  and  unless 
conducted  by  the  judges  of  the  coui-t,  shall  be  bj'  not  lees 
than  three  practicing  lawyers  of  at  least  seven  years  standin.n' 
at  tlie  bar,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court. 

11. 

To  entitle  an  applicant  to  an  examination,  he  must  prove  to 
the  court : 

1.  That  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  Slates,  and  that  he  H 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  a  resident  of  the  department 
within  which  the  application  is  made,  and  that  he  has  not 
been  examined  in  any  other  department  for  admission  to 
practice  and  been  refused  admission  and  license,  within  three 
months  immediately  preceding,  which  proof  may  be  made  by 
m  own  affidavit  of  the  facts. 
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2.  That  he  is  a. person  of  good  moral  character,  bv  the  cer- 
liilcat«  of  the  attomeya  with  whom  he  has  passed  nis  clerk- 
siiip,  but  which  certificate  shall  not  be  deemed  conclnsiTe 
f  vidence,  and  the  court  mnst  be  satisfied  on  this  jmint  after  a 
lull  examination  and  inquiry. 

3.  That  he  has  served  the  clerkship  or  pursued  the  substi- 
Ttited  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  rules  as  requisite  to 
a  (1  examination.  The  clerkship  may  be  proved  by  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  attorneys  with  whom  the  same  was  served,  or,  in 
case  of  their  death  or  removal  from  the  state,  by  such  other 
evidence  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  court. 

The  proof  of  any  time  of  study  allowed  as  a  substitute  for 
niiy  part  of  the  clerkship  required  by  these  rules,  shall  be  by 
tlie  certificate  of  the  teacher  or  president  of  the  faculty,  under 
whose  instructions  the  person  has  studied,  together  with  the 
a  ffidavit  of  the  applicant ;  the  proof  must  be  satisfactory  to 
tlie  presiding  judge  of  the  couit.  who  alone  shall  make  the 
order  allowing  a  reduction  from  the  regular  term  of  clerkship 
by  reason  of  such  studies. 

III. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  as  an  attorney, 
solicitor  or  counselor,  unless  he  shall  have  served  a  regular 
clerkship  of  three  years  in  the  office  of  a  practicing  attorney 
of  the  supreme  court,  after  the  age  of  seventeen  years. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  with  whom  the  clerk- 
ship shall  be  commenced,  to  file  a  certificate  in  the  office  of 
tiie  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  certifying  that  the  person 
has  commenced  a  clerkship  with  him,  and  the  clerkship  shall 
bi?  deemed  to  have  commenced  on  the  day  of  the  filing  of  the 
certificate.  A  copy  of  the  certificate,  certified  by  the  clerk  of 
tlie  court  of  appeals,  with  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof  shall 
be  produced  to  the  court  at  the  time  of  an  application  for  ex- 
a  rnination. 


When  a  clerkship  has  already  commenced,  or  shall  have 
commenced  before  uiese  rules  shall  take  efiect,  the  certificate 
required  by  the  precetoig  rule,  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
attorney,  stating  the  time  of  the  actual  commencement  of  such 
clerkship,  may  De  filed  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of 
November  next. 


VI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  attorney  to  ^ve  to  a  clerk,  when 
he  shall  leave  his  office,  a  certificate  stating  bis  moral  character, 
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the  time  of  clerkship  which  be  has  paBsed  with  him,  and  the 
period  which  has  been  allowed  him  for  vacation. 

Not  more  than  three  months  shall  be  allowed  for  vacations 
in  any  year. 

The  term  of  clerkship  will  be  computed  by  the  calendar 
year,  and  any  person  applying  for  admission,  whose  period 
of  clerkship  shall  expire  during  the  term  at  which  the  appli- 
cation shall  be  made,  will  be  admitted  to  examination  at  the 
customary  day  ©f  the  same  term. 


Any  portion  of  time,  not  esceedinff  one  year,  actually  spent 
in  regiiliar  attendance  upon  the  law  lectures  in  the  university 
of  New  York,  Cambridge  university,  or  the  law  school  con- 
nected with  Yale  college,  or  a  law  school  connected  with  any 
college  or  university  or  this  state,  having  a  department  organ- 
ized with  competent  professors  and  teachers,  in  which  instruc- 
tion in  the  science  of  law  is  regularly  given,  shall  be  allowed 
in  lieu  of  an  equal  period  of  clerkship  in  the  office  of  a  prac- 
ticing attorney  of  the  supreme  court. 

VIII. 
■  Persona  who  have  been  admitted  and  have  practiced  three 
years  as  attorneys  in  the  highest  court  of  law  in  another  state, 
may  be  admitted  without  examination,  to  practice  as  attor- 
neys, solicitors  and  counselors  in  the  courts  of  this  state.  But 
Bach  persons  must  have  become  residents  of  this  state  before 
applying  for  admission,  and  must  bring  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation from  one  of  the  judges  of  the  highest  court  of  law 
in  the  state  from  which  they  came. 

IX. 
These  roles  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1871.

The  jadges  of  the  court  of  appeals,  pnrsnant  to  the  praviaona 
of  chapter  486  of  the  laws  of  1871,  make  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  rules  established  by  them  May  1,  1871,  in 
relation  to  the  admission  of  attorneys  and  counselors  in  the 
courts  of  this  state: 

As  to  persons  who  had  been,  during  one  year  or  more, 
immediately  preceding  the  first  of  May,  1871,  engaged  in  the 
study  of  the  law  in  the  office  of  a  practicing  lawyer,  or  in  any 
Jaw  school,  or  in  the  law  department  of  any  college  or  uni- 
versity, with  the  view  of  applying  for  admission  to  practice 
in  the  courts  of  this  state,  the  said  rules,  adopted  May  1, 
]871,  shall  not  take  eflFect  until  June  1,  1872,  but  on  proof  of 
the  facts  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  presiding  justice  of  the 
■ieneral  term  at  which  such  persons  may  apply  for  admission, 
Ihey  shall,  at  any  time  before  June  1,  1872,  be  entitled  to 
:idmi8sion  according  to  the  laws  and  practice  existing  at  the 
i  ime  of  the  adoption  of  said  rules. 

Graduates  of  the  university  of  the  city  of  New  York,  who 
sliall  ha,ve  commenced  their  course  of  study  in  the  law  depart- 
ment of  that  university  at  any  time  prior  to  May  1, 1872,  shall, 
on  complying  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  187  of  the 
liiws  of  1870,  be  entitled  to  admission  upon  the  examination 
and  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  act. 

But  the  proofs  or  citizenship,  age,  residence  and  good  moral 
character  required  by  said  rules,  adopted  May  1, 1871,  must 
be  made  by  all  applicants  for  admission  referred  to  in  this 
amendment.

CHAP.  10. 

AX  ACT  to  authorize  the  extension  of  tlie  time  for 
the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  several  towns  of  this 
state. 

Passed  JBDUar;  30,  1873 ;  tiiree>tlfttig  baing  praaent. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  If  any  collector  of  taxes  in  any  town  of  thie  state 
Bhal],  within  fifteen  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  pay  over, 
all  moneys  collected  by  him,  and  shall  renew  his  bond  as  m 
herein  provided,  tlie  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  for 
making  retnrn  thereof  by  hira  shall  be  as  is  herein  provided, 
extended  to  a  day  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.  Such  bond  shall  he  re- 
newed with  snch  sureties  as  in  any  town  shall  be  approved  by 
the  anpervisor  thereof,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  by  the 
town  clerk  thereof.  The  penalty  thereof  in  any  case  shall  be 
double  the  araonnt  of  the  taxes  in  that  case  remaining  uncol- 
lected. The  bond  shall  be  approved  in  writing  and  filed  as 
reqnii-ed  by  law,  and  have  all  the  effect  of  a  collector' a  bond. 
A  copy  of  the  bond,  and  the  approval  thereof,  shall  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  delivered  to  the 
county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  is  said  town.  The 
tinie,  not  later  than  the  said  hfteenth  dav  of  March,  eighteen

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town  be  fixed  and  limited  in  writing,  and  indorsed  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  collector  bv  the  Bupervisor  of  the  town,  or  in  ca« 
of  his  inability  to  act,  by  the  town  olerk  thereof. 
0  §  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state,  at  once, 
»  after  the  passage  of  this  act^  to  cause  it  to  be  printed  upoi 
slips  of  paper,  and  to  deliver  to  each  coonty  treaBurer  a  suffi' 
cient  namber  thereofj  to  supply  one  to  each  collector  of  taxw 
in  said  county,  and  it  shall  oe  the  duty  of  said  county  treaa 
urer  to  deliver  one  thereof  to  each  collector  of  taxes  in  hif 
coanty.

means  whatever,  with  the  intent  thereby  to  produce  the  mis- 
carriage of  the  child  of  which  she  is  so  pregnant,  unless  the 
E-ame  shall  have  been  necessary  to  preserve  her  life  or  that  of 
such  child,  shall,  in  case  the  death  of  such  child  shall  be 
thereby  produced,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upor 
conviction  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  statt 
prison  for  a  term  not  less  than  four  years  or  more  than  ten 
years.

The  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  watering  troughs  in  the  pub- 
lic highways,"  passed  April  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty -nine,  ia  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  aa  follows  : 

^  1.  The  commiBsioners  of  highways  in  the  several  towns  of 
this  state  shall  annually  abate  three  dollars  from  the  highway 
tax  of  any  inhabitant  of  a  road  district,  who  shall  construct 
on  his  own  land,  and  keep  in  repair,  a  watering  trough  beside 
the  public  highway,  well  supplied  with  fresh  water,  the  sur-

more  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground,  and  easily  accessible 
for  hotses  with  vehicles;  but  the  commissioners  of  highways 
of  the  towns  respectively  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  invested 
with  fall  power  and  authority  to  designate  those  necessary 
for  the  public  convenience  along  said  plank-road  or  turnpike 
road,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  no  others  than  those  designated 
shall  be  allowed  both  such  abatement  of  toll  and  highway 
labor.

Any  plank-road  company  or  turnpike  company  corporate 
which  shall  have  Ibeen  formed  under  and  by  virtue  of  part  S? *cS?£Sn 
first,  chapter  eighteen,  title  one,  article  five  of  tne  Revised  Stat-  Jil^s  oon- 
ntes,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thei^eto,  and  which  shall  UDuld.

road  for  twenty  years,  and  whose  entire  dividends  have  not 
exceeded  fifty  per  cent  of  thei  original  capital  stock,  may  con-

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  lieu  of  tne  sum  of  ten  thousand  st^^^ 
dollars,  provided  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  wSerioo.

for  building  such  dam,  bulkheads  and  other  works  at  or  near

AN  ACT  to  provide  means  to  pay  the  canal  and  general 
fund  deficiencies  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  act  chapter 
seven  hundred  of  the  laws   of  eighteen  hundred  and  • 
seventy-two. 

Passbd  May  15, 1873 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork^  represefnied  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  (isfoUows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  imposed,  levied  and  collected  for  Tax  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  October,  eigh-  ^^^ 
teen  hnnored  and  seventy-two,  a  tax  of  three  and  one-half 
mills  per  dollar,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  per- 
soDal  property  in  flie  state  of  New  York,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  Aecessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  canal 
and  general  fund  deficiencies  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  act 
chapter  se^en  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-two,  which  tax  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  into 
the  state  treasury  in  the  same  manner  that  all  other  taxes  are 
required  to  be  levied,  collected  and  paid.

The  People  of  the  State ^  of  New  To7%  represerUed  in  Senate 
ind  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Preamble.  Whcreas,  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of 
this  state  was  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legislature  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  ;  and  the  said  amendment 
was  duly  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to 
the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of 
senators ;  and  was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous 
to  the  time  of  making  such  choice  in  pursuance  of  the  thir- 
teenth article  of  the  constitution  of  this  state ;  and  whereas,

CHAP.  873. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  and  maintain  an  institution  for  the 
relief  of  indigent  and  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
State  of  New  York.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  twenty-one  persons  named  in  this  section,

"Whereas,  At  the  session  of  the  fortieth  congress,  it  was 
resolved  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  congress  assembled,  two-thirds 
of  both  houses  concurring,  that  the  following  articles  shall  bo 
proposed  to  the  legislature  of  the  several  states  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  amend- 
ment when  it  shall  have  been  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  the 
said  legislatures,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as 
a  part  of  the  said  constitution,  namely : 

"ARTICLE  FIFTEEN. 

"1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States,, or  by  any 
state,  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  servi- 
tude. 

"2.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation ;  thereiore, 

^^  Mesotved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  said  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rati- 
fied by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

"  And  whereas.  The  proposed  fifteenth  amendment,  above 
recited,  has  not  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  of  ttie  several  states,  and  has  not  become  a  part  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States ;

heretofore  given  thereto  or  ratification  thereof ;  be  it  further 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur).  That  the  governor  be 
requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  and  pre- 
amble to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  United  States,  at  .Wash- 
ington, and  to  every  member  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  the  governors  of  the 
several  states."

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION    proposing  an  amend 
ment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  state  prisons. 

Besolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  following 
amendment  to  the  constitution  be  proposed  for  adoption  to 
people  of  the  state,  to  wit : 

1.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  managers  of  prisons,  to  consist 
of  five  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  who  shall  hold  office  for  ten 
years,  except  that  the  five  first  appointed  shall,  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  legislature  may  direct,  be  so  classified  that  the  term 
of  one  person  so  appointed  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  each  two 
years  during  the  first  ten  years,  and  vacancies  in  the  office  of 
manager  occurring  from  expiration  of  term  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  filled  in  like  manner. 

2.  Said  board  shall  have  the  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  state  prisons,  and  shall  possess  such  powers  and  perform 
such  duties,  in  respect  to  county  jails  and  other  penal  and 
reformatory  institutions  in  this  state,  as  the  legislature  may 
prescribe. 

3.  The  bbard  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  remov- 
able at  their  pleasure,  and  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as^ 
the  legislature  or  the  board  may  prescribe,  and  shall  receive  a 
salary  to  be  determined  by  law.  ^ 
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4.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
other  than  reasonable  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred 
while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  official  duty. 

5.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  vrarden  or  chief  officer,  phy- 
sician, chaplain  and  clerk  or  financial  officer  of  each  state 
prison,  and  shall  have  povrer  to  remove  them  for  cause  after 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  written  charges.  All  other 
officers  of  each  prison  shall  be  appointed  by  the  vrarden 
thereof,  and  be  removable  at  his  pleasure. 

6.  Tiie  governor  may  remove  either  of  the  managers  for  mis- 
conduct, incompetency^  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  the  opportu- 
nity to  be  heard  on  written  charges. 

7.  This  amendment  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  after  its  adoption  by  the  people,  from  and  after 
which  date  section  four  oi  article  five  oi  the  constitution  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

That  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment be  referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election  of  senators :  and  that  in  conformity  to  sec- 
tion one  of  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution,  it  be  published 
for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  such  election.

AN  ACT  extending  the  term  of  the  commission  of  ap{)eals 
pursuant  to  the  amendment  of  the  constitution,  and  fixing 
their  salaries.

Passed  May  1, 1873 ;  three-fifths  helng  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  TorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  asfoUows : 

Catching       Seotiok  1.  No  pcrsou  shall  take,  procure  or  catch,  or  assist 
except  by  ^^  takiuff,  procuriug  or  catching,  with  or  by  means  of  anv 
hook  and  device  Whatever,  except  hook  and  line,  any  fish  of  any  kind, 
huSuS!"    except  minnows  for  bait,  which  may  be  taken  with  a  small  net 
from  the  waters  of  Seneca,  Canandaigua  or  Honeoye  lakes, 
their  outlets  or  inlets,  or  any  canal  running  into  or  out  of  said 
lake,  or  from  the  waters  of  any  other  lakes  or  rivers  lying 
wholly  or  partly  in  the  counties  of  Schuyler,  Steuben,  Seneca, 
Chemung,  i  ates  or  Ontario  in  this  state,  or  either  of  them, 
their  outlets  or  inlets,  within  ten  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act ;  and  no  person  shall  take  any  fish  through 
the  ice  from  said  waters  in  any  way  whatever. 
Penalty.       §  2.  Upou  complaiut,  made  on  oath  to  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  against  any  person  as  having  violated  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  said  justice  of  the  peace  shall  issue  his 
warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the  offender  and  cause  him 
or  her  to  be  brought  before  such  justice  for  examination.

snch  road  shall  be  fully  repaired  or  be  in  proper  condition,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  officers  or  a  majority  thereof.  The 
notice  to  said  toU-gatherer  shall  point  out  the  part  of  such 
road  to  which  the  said  officers  shall  object.  The  fees  of  each  Fees,

§  1.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  perform  any  labor  in  Persons 
erecting,  altering  or  repairing  anv  house,  building,  or  the?^v?eK 
appurtenances  to  any  house  or  building  in  either  of  the  coun- 
ties of  this  state,  except  the  counties  of  Erie,  Kings,  Queens, 
New  York,  Ononda^  and  Rensselaer,  or  who  shall  furnish 
any  materials  therefor,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  being 
such  owner  as  is  in  this  section  hereinafter  described,  shall, 
on  filing  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
property  is  situate  the  notice  prescribed  by  the  fourth  section 
of  this  act,  have  a  lien  for  the  value  of  such  labor  and  • 
materials  upon  such  house,  building  or  appurtenances,  and 
upon  the  lot,  premises,  parcel  or  farm  of  land  upon  which  the 
same^fehall  stand,  to  the  extent  of  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  owner  of  the  property,  whether  owner  in  fee  or  of  a 
less  estate,  or  whether  a  lessee  for  a  term  of  years  thereafter, 
or  vendee  in  possession  under  a  contract  existing  at  the  time 
of  the  filing  of  said  notice,  or  any  right,  title  and  interest  in 
real  estate  against  which  an  execution  at  law  may  now  be 
issued  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  statutes  in  force  in 
this  state,  relating  to  liens  of  judgment  and  enforcement  thereof. 

§  2.  Section  two  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :

stipulated  and  agreed  to  be  paid  therefor  by  said  contract,  or 
the  value  of  such  labor  and  materials,  except  as  in  the  next 
section  provided.

ten,  shall  pay .  to  any  person  any  n^oney  or  other  valuable 
thing  on  such  contract,   by  collusion,  lor  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  or  with  intent  to  avoid  the  provisions  of  tnis  act. 
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when  the  amount  still  due  or  to  grow  due  to  the  contractor, 
subcontractor  or  assignee,  after  such  payment  has  been  made, 
shall  be  insuflBicient  to  satisfy  the  demands  made,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  .this  act,  the  owner  or  other  party  in 
interest,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  the  amount  that  would 
have  been  due  and  owing  to  said  contractor,  subcontractor  or 
assignee,  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  notice  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act  mentioned,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no 
such  payment  had  been  made. 

§  4.  Section  four  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows :

of  the  building  by  street  and  number,  if  the  street  or  number

the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  notice,  hour  and  minute,  what 
proceedings  have  been  had.    The  names  of  the  owners  and 
parties  in  interest  and  other  persons  against  whom  the  claims 
are  made  shall  be  entered  in  said  book  in  alphabetical  order. 
cierk'8      A  fee  of  ten  cents  shall  be  paid  to  said  clerk  on  filing  such 
fees.        ijgu^  ^j^^  jjQ  Uqu  shalL  attacn  to  said  land,  buildings  or  appur- 
tenances unless  such  notice  shall  be  filed  by  said  clerk ;  and 
such  notice  when  so  filed  shall   thereafter  operate  as  an 
incumbrance  upon  said  property.

§  2.  Such  affidavit,  when  so  made,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
surro^te  of  the  county  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situate, 
and  said  surrogate  may,  in  his  discretion,  examine  any  witness 
or  witnesses  under  oath  as  to  the  truth  of  the  matters  in  such 
affidavit  stated,  and  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  all 
such  matters,  shall  ind!brse  upon  such  affidavit  his  certificate 
thereof,  and  thereupon  the  said  affidavit  thus  indorsed, 
together  with  the  proofs  so  taken,  shall  be  recorded  in  the

which  statement  shall  also  be  read  to  the  members  of  said 
company  at  their  annual  meeting. 

§  2.  I^^othing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  or  construed  to 
revive  the  act  mentioned  in  section  one  hereof,  or  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  other  companies  under  what  were  the  provis- 
ions thereof  before  the  same  was  repealed.

The  duties 
of  said  commissioner  and  those  of  said  board  in  regard  to  the 
insane  shall  be  performed,  as  far  as  practicable,  so  as  not  to 
prejudice  the  established  and  reasonable  regulations  of  such 
asylums  and  institutions  aforesaid ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  officers  and  others  respectively  in  charge  thereof  to 
give  the  members  of  said  board  and  such  commissioner  at  all 
times  free  access  to  and  full  information  concerning  the  insane 
and  their  treatment  therein.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such 
commissioner,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  to  inquire 
and  report,  from  time  to  time,  as  far  as  he  may  be  able,  the 
results  of  the  treatment  of  the  insane  of  other  states  and 
countries,  together  with  such  particulars  pertaining  thereto 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  or  the  said  board  may  require ;  and 
he  shall  jperform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe.  The  authority  conferred  upon  said  ^*«^^- 
board  and  commissioners  to  issue  compulsory  process  for  the  ^toMses, 
attendance  of  witnesses,  administer  oaths  and  to  examine®^' 
persons  under  oath,  is  hereby  conferred  upon  said '  commis- 
sioner of  lunacy  in  aU  cases  where  there  is,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board  or  said  commissioner,  from  information  given  to 
the  board  or  to  the  said  commissioner,  or  otherwise,  reason  to 
believe  that  any  person  is  unlustly  deprived  of  libertj,  or  is 
improperly  treated  in  any  asylum,  institution  or  establishment 
in  this  state  for  the  custody  of  the  insane,  and  he  shall  report 
the  testimonj^  taken  in  any  investigation  to  the  said  board 
with  his  opinions  and  conclusions  thereon  without  delay. 
The  said  board  of  commissioners  may,  in  their  report,  from 
time  to  time,  to  the  legislature,  suggest  any  improvements 
they  think  desirable  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
with  such  facts  and  information  pertaining  thereto  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  and  such  report  shall  be 
made  annually  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  dav  of  January. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  immediately.

§  2.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  or  premises  know-  Liability 
ingly  leasing  or  giving  possession  of  the  samefto  be  used  onlSSr 
occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  any  ille^l  trade,  manufac-  biJ^n^** 
ture  or  business,   or  knowingly  permitting  the  same  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  trade,  manufacture  or  business,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  with  the  tenant  or  tenants,  occu- 
pant or  occupants,  for  any  damage  that  may  result  by  reason 
of  such  illegal  use,  occupancy,  trade,  manufacture  or  business.

CHAP.  584. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  building  sites  for  life  saving  stations 
on  the  coast  of  Long  Island,  state  of  New  Yort 

Pabsbd  May  22, 1878,  by  a  two-third  vote. 

Whereas,  The  congress  of  the  United  States  has  made  ^p^^""^*®- 
appropriations  for  the  repairing  of  the  various  life  saving  sta- 
tions, and  the  building  of  additional  ones  on  the  coast  of  Long 
Island,  New  York ;  and  as  difficulties  have,  in  some  instances, 
arisen  in  procuring,  from  the  owners  of  lands,  proper  sites  on 
which  to  locate  their  buildings,  and  as  it  is  deemed  important 
and  necessary  in  this  humane  cause  that  the  people  of 
this  state  should,  through  their  representatives,  secure  to  the 
United  States  such  sites  as  the  honorable  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  majr  have  selected,  or  may,  from  time  to  time,  select 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  this  purpose.    Therefore, 

Th^  People  of  the  State  of  Neio  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  a^  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  oommia- 
with  authority  to  procure  for  the  state,  by  purchase,  the  title  ■^^"^•" 
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to  any  land  selected  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  or  his 
agents,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  any  buildings  connected 
with  the  life  saving  stations,  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  acre 
of  land  at  any  one  point  on  the  Long  Island  coast,  at  such 
prices  as  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem 
fair  and  just,  and  the  title  to  the  same  to  be  taken  in  the  name 
of  the  state  of  New  York. 

§  2.  In  case  the  said  commissioners  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  required  lands  for  the  purchase  thereof, 
or  where  by  the  legal  incapacity  or  absence  of  such  owner  or 
owners  no  such  agreement  can  be  made,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  survey  of  the  land,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determining  the  value  of  the  same, 
and  assessing  the  damages,  and  shall  cause  ten  days'  notice  of 
a  meeting,  and  a  copy  ofsuch  particular  description  of  the  land 
to  be  given  in  writing  to  the.  parties  interested,  if  known  and 
in  this  state,  or  if  out  of  this  state,  such  notice  to  be  published 
in  one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  county  where  said 
lands  are  situate,  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  time  appointed  for  such  meeting;  and  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and 
proceed  to  view  and  examine  the  said  land,  and  make  a  just 
and  equitable  estimate  or  appraisement  of  the  same,  and 
assessment  of  damages;,  which  report  shall  be  made  in  writing 
under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  any 
two  of  them,  and  filed  within  ten  days  thereafter,  together 
with  tl^e  aforesaid  survey  and  description  of  the  lands,  m  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  said  lands  are  situate,  to 
remain  on  record  therein;  which  report,  or  copy  thereof  cer- 
tified by  the  clerk  of  said  county,  shall  at  all  times  be  consid- 
ered as  plenary  evidence  of  the  right  of  the  state  to  have,  hold, 
use,  occupy,  convey,  cede,  possess  and  enjoy  the  said  land ; 
and  said  commissioners  shall,  at  the  said  time  of  filing  the 
said  report,  pay  the  amount  of  the  said  award  to  the  county 
court  of  the  said  county  where  the  said  lands  are  situate,  fbr 
the  benefit  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  land^  and  the 
state  may  take  the  said  land  upon  the  payment  oi  the  said 
award  into  the  said  court. 

§  3.  In  case  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  land  shall  be 
dissatisfied  with  the  report  made  by  the  said  commissioners, 
the  party  so  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  counter  court  of  the 
county  where  the  said  lands  are  situate,  at  the  first  term  after 
filing  of  the  said  report,  by  proceeding  in  form  of  petition  to  said 
court,  which  proceeding  shall  vest  said  court  with  power  and 
right  to  direct  an  estimate  or  appraisement  of  the  value  of  the 
land,  and  assessment  of  damages  by  a  jury,  to  be  impanelefl. 
and  sworn  as  in  other  cases,  and  a  view  of  the  premises,  if 
desired,  and  the  same  to  be  tried  at  the  next  term  of  the  said 
court  to  be  holden  in  said  county,  upon  like  notice  and  in  the 
manner  as  other  issues  in  the  said  court  are  triedj  and  it  shall'  be 
the  duty  of  the  jury  to  assess  the  value  of  the  said  land  and  the 
damages  sustained  ;  and  if  they  shall  find  a  greater  sum  than 
the  commissioners  have  awarded,  then  judgment  thereon  with 
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costs  shall  be  entered,  and  such  excess  with  the  cost  shall  be 
immediately  paid  into  the  county  court  for  the  benefit  of  the 
parties  interested.  But  if  the  jury  shall  find  the  same  or  less 
sum  than  the  commissioners  awarded,  then  costs  shall  be  paid 
by  the  said  applicant  or  applicants,  and  the  payments  so  made 
and  paid  into  the  county  court  shall  be  deemed  to  be  valid 
and  legal  payments,  and  such  application  shall  not  prevent 
the  state  from  taking  the  said  land. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  shall  take  and  file,  in  the  office  offloiai 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  an  oath  well,  truly  and  faithfully  to  °*'*^ 
perform  the  duties  of  their  appointment  before  entering  upon 
said  duties. 

§  5.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  pJfSSn. 
as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  said  land,  and  for  the  expenses 
attending  the  same,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  this  state 
out  of  any  funds  in  the  trea-sury,  not  otherwise  appropriated 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  under  requisition  from  the 
said  commissioners.

then  in  some  public  newspaper  or  newspapers  printed  in  the 
same  county,  once  in  each  week  successiyely,  for  six  months, 
in  which  notice  it  shaU  be  stated  that  the  outstandUig  notes  of 
said  bank  will  be  redeemed  at  par,  at  some  bank  in  the  city 
of  Albany,  to  be  named  in  such  notice,  at  any  time  within

Section  1.  Any  two  or  more  companies  heretofore  organ-  compani» 
ized,  or  which  snail  hereafter  be  organized,  under  the  act^j^^^^; 
entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  companies  for 
the  erection  of  buildings,"  passed  April  fifth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three,  or  any  of  the  acts  amending  or  extending 
the  same,  are  hereby  authorized  to  consolidate  such  companies 
into  a  single  company  in  manner  following  :  The  trustees  of 
any  two  or  more  such  companies  may  enter  into  and  make  an

CHAP.  617. 

AN  ACT  regulating  the  deposit  of  securities  by  plate-glass 

insurance  companies. 

Passed  May  24, 1878. 

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  New  TorTc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

b°d^epos-°  Section  1.  Any  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized 
ited  by  "  uuder  the  laws  oi  this  state  to  make  insurance  against  loss  or 
n?S.^^  damage  to  plate-glass,  exclusively,  shall  be  required  to  deposit 
with  the  superintendent  of  the  insurance  department,  for  the 
benefit  of  all  their  policy  holders,  securities  amounting  to  at 
least  fifty  thousand  dollars  ;  and  no  company  created  by  the 
laws  of  any  other  state  of  the  United  States,  with  authority 
to  insure  against  loss  or  damage  to  plate-glass,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  transact  business  in  this  state  without  having  previ- 
ously deposited,  for  the  benefit  of  their  policy  holders,  securi- 
ties amounting  to  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  the 
auditor,  comptroller,  treasurer  or  chief  financial  officer  of  the 
state  by  whose  laws  said  company  is  incorporated.  Such 
deposits  shall  consist  of  the  same  securities  in  character  and 
description  as  are  required  to  be  made  by  companies  under 
the  act  providing  for  the  formation  of  life  and  health  insurance 
companies,  and  in  relation  to  agencies  of  such  companies, 

J)assed  June  twenty-fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ifty-three,  and  the  amendments  and  additions  thereto. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAP.  624. 

AN  ACT  to  appropriate  money  for  the  building  of  a 
bridge  over  the  Cayuga  inlet,  in  the  village  of  Itnaca. 

Passed  May  27, 1878 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  TorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  Appro- 
appropriated  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  state  in  payment  ^^  **  ^^' 
for  the  construction  of  a  swing  bridge  over  Cayuga  inlet,  at  a 
point  where  Seneca  street,  in  the  village  of  Ithaca,  in  the 
county  of  Tompkins,  crosses  the  Cayuga  inlet. 

§  2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comp-  Payment 
troUer,  the  said  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  muchurer?**" 
thereof  as  the  canal  commissioner  in  charge  of  the  middle 
division  of  the  canals  shall  certify  has  been  actually  expended 
upon  said  bridge,  and  the  comptroller  is  hereby  directed  and 
required  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  for  such  sum 
as  the  said  canal  commissioner  shall  certify,  not  exceeding 
the  said  sunl  of  five  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT  to  reorganize  the  New  York  State  Inebriate 
Asylum,  and  to  provide  for  the  better  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  same. 

Passed  May  27, 1873 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  TorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  ydo  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Governor 
act,  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  maMgere? 
appoint  nine  persons  to  be  managers  of  the  State  Inebriate 
Asylum,  three  of  whom  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year 
from  the  fifteenth  dsLy  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  three  for  two  years,  and  tnree  for  three  years, 
as  indicated  by  the  governor  on  making  the  appointments, 
and  until  others  are  appointed  in  their  stead,  subject  to  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  senate,  upon  the  recommendation   , 
of  the  governor.    Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
and  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  and  until  others  are 
appointed  in  their  stead,  and  subject  to  be  removed  in  the 
manner  aforesaid.

clothing  and  traveling  expenses,  in  an  action  to  be  brought  in 
said  treasurer' s  name,  as  treasurer  of  the  State  Inebriate  Asy- 
lum, and  which  shall  not  abate  by  his  death  or  removal,

The  judge  in  such  case  shall  have  requisite  power  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  jurors,  and  shall  file  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  physicians  taken  under  oath,  and  other  papers, 
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inth  a  report  of  his  proceedings  and  decisions,  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county,  and  report  the  facts  to  the  supervisors,  whose 
duty  it  shaU  be,  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  to  raise  the 
money  requisite  to  meet  the  expense  of  support  accordingly. 
In  counties  having  no  superintendents  of  the  poor,  apphca- 
tion  may  be  made  oy  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  any  town  or 
city  in  said  county,  or  other  officer  charged  with  the  support 
and  relief  of  indigent  persons,  and  the  same  proceedings  may 
be  conducted,  and  the  inebriate  sent  to  the  asylum,  as  if  the 
application  had  been  made  by  a  county  superintendent.  In 
case,  however,  of  persistent  indulgence  by  said  inebriate,  or 
of  constant  disregard  of  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  asylum, 
or  from  an]^  other  cause  or  circumstance  rendering  his  case 
hopeless  or  incurable,  he  may  be  returned  to  the  county  from 
where  he  came,  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent 
appointed  by  the  managers. 

§  18.  Whenever  there  are  vacancies  in  the  asylum  the  man-  p^»^« 
agers  may  authorize  the  superintendent  to  admit,  under  special  ^  ^^^' 
agreements,  such  private  patients  as  may  seek  admission,  who, 
in  his  opinion,  promise  reformation,  but  preference  in  all 
cases  shall  be  given  to  citizens  of  this  state;    or,  he  may 
receive  public  patients  from  counties  in  excess  of  their  G[uotas. 

§19.  The  pncetobepaid  for  keeping  any  person  in  indiJ2?fOT*** 
gent  circumstances  in  the  asylum,  shall  oe  annually  fixed  by  K«epini?. 
me  managers,  so  it  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  sup- 
port and  attendance,  exclusive  of  officers'  salaries.    The  man- 
agers may,  at  their  discretion,  require  payments  to  be  made 
quarterlyor  semi-annually,  in  advance. 

§  20.  The  expense  of  clothing  and  maintaining,  in  the^p«^_ 
asylum,  a  patient  who  has  been  sent  upon  the  order  of  any  fng^  etc.' 
county  jud^e,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  from  which  he  was 
sent  to  the  asylum.  Tne  treasurer  of  said  county  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum  the 
bills  for  such  clothing  and  maintenance,  as  they  shall  become 
due  and  payable,  according  to  the  by-laws  of  the  asylum, 
upon  the  order  of  the  steward ;  and  the  supervisors  of  said 
county  shall  annually  levy  and  raise  the  amount  of  such  bills 
and  such  further  sums  as  will  probably  cover  all  similar  bills 
for  one  year  in  advance.  Said  county,  however,  shall  have 
the  right  to  require  any  town  or  city,  uiat  is  legally  liable  for 
the  support  of  such  patient,  to  reimburse  the  amount  of  sliid 
bills,  with  interest  from  the  day  of  paying  the  same. 

§  21.  Whenever  the  managers  shall  oraer  an  indigent  per- atpenaee 
son  removed  from  the  asylum  to  the  county  whence  he  came,  ma«^. 
the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shaU  audit  and 
pay  the  actual  expense  of  such  removal  as  part  of  the  con- 
tingent expenses  for  the  care  of  the  poor  of  said  county.  But 
if  any  town  or  city  be  legally  liable  for  the  support  of  such 
patient^  the  amount  of  such  expense  may  be  recovered  for  the 
use  of  the  county,  by  such  superintendent.  If  such  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such  expense  on 
demand,  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum  may  pay  the  same  and 
charge  the  amount  to  the  said  county,  and  me  treasurer  of 
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the  said  county  is  authorized  to  x>ay  the  same  with  interest 
after  thirty  days ;  and  the  supervisors  of  said  county  shall 
levy  and  raise  the  amount  as  other  coupty  charges. 

§  22.  The  managers  of  the  State  Ihebriate  Asylum  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  their  time  or  services,  but  shall 
receive  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses, 
to  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comp- 
troller, on  the  rendering  of  their  accounts.

and  " instituticm "  means  "State  Inebriate  Asylum;"  a  word 
denotincT  the  singular  number  is  to  include  one  or  many; 
and  every  word  Importing  the  masculine  gender  only,  may 
extend  to  and  include  females.

§  2.  But  when  by  the  laws  of  this  state  any  act  is  forbidden 
to  be  done  by  any  corporation  or  by  any  association  of  indi- 
viduals without  express  authority  by  law,  and  such  act  shall 
a<'t}on»in  have  been  done  by  a  foreign  corporation,  it  shall  not  be 
autliorized  to  maintain  an  action  founded  upon  such  act,  or 
upon  any  liability  or  obligiation,  express  or  implied,  arising 
out  of  or  made  or  entered  into  in  consideration  of  suth  act,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  whenever  any  foreign  corporation  is 
authorized  by  its  charter,  the  amendments  thereto,  or  the 
general  laws  under  which  it  is  created,  to  hold  meetings  of  its 
stockholders  or  its  direptors  within  the  state  of  New  York, 
such  meetings  and  the  acts  done  thereat  when  not  in  conflict

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  academies  and  academical  depart- 
ments of  union  schools,  and  the  distribution  of  public 
funds. 

Passed  May  29, 1878 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  th^  State  of  New  Tork^  represerUed  in  Senate 
amd  Assembly^  do  enact  asfoUows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou-  ^iS^  ^ 
sand  dollars,  ordered  by  chapter  five  hxmdred  and  forty-one  trfbuted. 
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of  file  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  be  levied 
for  each  and  every  year,  for  the  benefit  of  academies  and  aca- 
demical departments  of  union  schools,  shall  be  annually 
distributed  oy  the  regents  of  the  university,  for  the  purposes 
and  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say : 

§  2.  Three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
required,  in  addition  to  the  annual  appropriation  of  three 
thousand  dollars  for  the  same  purpose  from  the  literature 
fund,  for  the  purchase  of  books  ana  apparatus,  to  be  annu- 
ally apportioned  and  paid  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  3.  Twelve  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
required,  in  addition  to  the  annual  appropriation  of  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  from  the  United  States  deposit  fund,  for  the 
instruction  of  common  school  teachers,  the  whole  sum  to  be 
apportioned  and  paid  to  the  several  institutions  which  may 
^ive  such  instrucuon  as  now  provided  by  law,  at  the  rate  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  each  scholar  instructed  in  a  course  prescribed 
by  the  said  regents,  during  a  term  of  thirteen  weeks,  and  at 
the  same  rate  ^r  not  less  than  ten  weeks  or  more  than  twenty 
weeks. 

§  4.  The  said  regents  shall  cause  to  be  admitted  to  the 
academic  examination,  established  by  them  in  the  academies 
and  academical  departments  of  union  schools,  any  common 
school,  or  free  school,  any  scholar  from  any  common  school 
who  may  apply  for  such  examination,  bearing  the  certificate 
of  the  principal  teacher,  or  of  any  trustee  of  such  school, 
that,  in  his  judgment,  such  scholaj^  is  qualified  to  pass  the 
said  examination. 

§  6.  Free  instruction  in  the  classics  or  the  higher  branches 
of  English  education,  or  both,  shall  be  given  in  every  academy 
and  academical  department  of  a  union  school,  subject  to  the 
visitation  of  the  said  regents,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  said  regents  may  prescribe,  to  all  scholars  la  any  acad- 
emy and  in  any  free  school,  or  in  any  common  school,  who, 
on  any  examination  held  subsequent  to  the  beginning  of  the 
present  academic  year,  shall  have  received  the  certificate  of 
academic  scholarship  issued  by  the  said  regents  to  the  extent 
of  twelve  dollars,  and  if  the  condition  of  the  fund  will  admit 
not  less  than  twenty  dollars  tuition,  at  such  rates  of  tuition  as 
are  usually  charged  for  such  scholars  in  such  academies  and 
academical  departments  respectively,  and  in  case  the  tuition 
is  free  to  resident  pupils,  at  the  rates  charged  to  non-resident 
pupils,  or  at  such  rates,  in  all  cases,  as  the  said  regents  may 
deem  reasonable  ;  but  such  free  instruction  must  be  obtained 
by  such  scholars  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  their 
examination  respectively. 

§  6.  The  said  regents  may,  in  their  discretion  and  under 
such  rules  as  they  may  adopt,  annually  apply  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  in  book  or  other  pre-* 
miums,  ^r  excellence  in  scholarship  and  conduct,  as  shown 
in  the  papers  and  returns  of  the  academic  examination ;  but 
the  cost  of  any  one  premium  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars ;  and 
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the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  or  such  part 
thereof  as  may  be  needed,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  regents  out 
of  the  amount  referred  to  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  by 
the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller. 
.    §  7.  The  balance  of  the  said  one  hunored  and  twenty-five  Balance  to 
thousand  dollars  remaining  after  the  apportionments  described  ^rtbuted.

Section  1.  Section  six  of  the  act  entitled  **  An  act  to  repeal 
chapter  four   hundred  and   ten,  passed   April   fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  chapter  three  hundred  and 
three,  passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty 
one,  and  to  divide  the  crime  of  murder  into  two  degrees,  and

Second, 
when  perpetrated  by  an  act  imminently  dangerous  to  others, 
and  evincinff  a  depraved  mind,  regardless  of  human  Hfe, 
although  witnout  any  premeditated  design  to  effect  the  death 
of  any  particular  individual.  Third,  when  perpetrated  with- 
out any  design  to  effect  death  by  a  person  engaged  in  the  com- 
mission of  any  felony.  Such  killing,  unless  it  be  murder  in 
the  first  degree,  or  manslaughter,  or  excusable  or  justifiable 
homicide,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  murder  in  the 
second  degree  when  perpetrated  intentionally  but  without 
deliberation  and  prem^itation. 

§  2.  Section  seven  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  7.  Add  to  said  title  another  section  in  these  words :  Every 
person  who  shaU  be  convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree, 
or  of  arson  in  the  first  degree,  as  herein  defined,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  during  the  period 
of  his  natural  life. 

§  3.  No  offense  committed  previous  to  the  time  when  this 
statute  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  affected  b^  this  act.  ISo 
prosecution  for  any  offense  pending  at  th,e  time  this  statute 
shaU  take  effect  shall  be  affected  by  this  act.  The  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  offenses  hereinafter  committed. 
And  the  statutes  now  in  force  shaU  apply  to  and  be  and  remain 
in  full  force  as  to  all  offenses  committed  before  this  act  shall 
take  effect,  and  to  the  prosecution  and  punishment  thereof.

Section  1.  Every  husband,  wife,  child,  parent,  guardian, 

marmain-  employer  or  other  person  who  shall  be  injured  in  person,  or 

w'lnst**^'*  property,  or  means  of  support,  by  any  intoxicated  person,  or  in 

seller,  etc.  cousequeuce  of  the  intoxication,  habitual  or  otherwise,  of  any 

person,  shall  have  a  right  of  action  in.his  or  her  name,  against 

any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  by  selling  or  giving  away 

intoxicating  liquors,  have  caused  tne  intoxication,  in  whole 


Persons 
injured 
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or  in  part,  of  such  person  or  persons,  and  any  person  or  per- 
sons owning  or  renting  or  permitting  the  occupation  of  any 
building  or  premises,  and  having  knowledge  that  intoxicating 
licjuors  are  to  be  sold  therein,  shall  be  liable  severally,  or 
jointly  with  the  person  or  persons  selling  or  giving  intoxi- 
cating liquors  aforesaid,  for  all  damages  sustained  and  for 
exemplary  damages  ;  and  all  damages  recovered  by  a  minor 
under  this  act  shall  be  paid  either  to  such  minor  or  to  his  or 
her  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  as  the  court  shall  direct ; 
and  the  unlawful  sale  or  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors 
shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  of  the  lessee  or  tenant 
under  any  lease  or  contract  of  rent  upon  the  premises. 
•  §  2.  In  any  action  arisinff  for  violations  of  the  provisions  Jurfsdio- 
of  this  act,  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  where  theJiSticea  o« 
offense  is  committed  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  deter-***®  p«^«- 
mine  the  same,  providing  the  amount  of  damages  claimed  do

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  seven  may 
hereafter  organize  in  any  town  or  village  of  this  state  a  water- 
works company,  nnder  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  persons  to  the  number  of  seven  or  more  companies 
shall  organize  for  the  purpose  of  foiming  aVater- works  com- foiled, 
pany  in  any  of  the  towns  or  villages  in  this  state,  they  shall 
present  to  the  town  or  village  autnorities  an  application,  set- 
ting forth  the  persons  who  propose  to  form  said  company,  the 
proposed  capital  stock  thereof,  the  proposed  number  and 
character  of  tiie  shares  of  such  capital  stock,  and  the  name  or  ^ 

names  of  the  streams,  ponds,  springs,  lakes  or  other  sources 
and  their  location^  from  which  water  is  to  be  supplied.  Such 
applications  shall  be  signed  by  the  persons  who  propose 
to  form  said  company,  and  shall  contain  a  request  that  the 
said  town  or  village  authorities  shall  consider  the  application 
of  said  company  to  supply  said  town  or  village  of  this  state, 
or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  pure  and  wholesome  water. 
Upon  the  presentation  of  such  application,  the  authorities  of 
any  town  or  village,  which  authorities  are  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  defined  to  consist  for  incorporate  villages  and  towns,  .

CHAP.  740. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  preservation  of  speckled  brook 
trout  within  the  counties  of  Tioga  and  Tompkins,  state 
of  New  York. 

Passed  Jane  12, 1878 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  No   person  shall,    at  any  time   within    three  ortohiDK 
years  from  the  ]^assage  of  this  act,  fisn  for,  nor  catch  withjjjgf^* 
intent  so  to  do,  either  with  hook  or  line,  or  any  other  means,  fted. 
trap  or  device  whatsoever,  any  speckled  brooK  trout,  in  any 
of  the  streams,  ponds  or  other  waters  within  the  limits  of  the 
county  of  Tioga  or  county  of  Tompkins,  in  the  state  of  New 
York ;  nor  shall  any  person  kill  or  have  or  retain  in  his  pos- 
session any  such  trout  caught  or  taken  from  any  such  waters. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  pg^^ty 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  likewise  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  sheriffs,  police  officers  and  the  constables  of 
each  and  every  town  in  said  county  to  see  that  these  provis- 
ions are  enforced.

how,  or  of  whom,  or  by  what  means,  any  of  the  articles  in  this 
section  hereinbefore  mentioned  can  be  purchased  or  obtained, 
or  shaU  manufacture,  draw  or  print,  or  in  anywise  make  any 
of  such  articles,  every  such  person  if  of  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  over,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  imprisoned  at  hwrd 
labor  for  not  less  than  three  months  or  more  than  two  years, 
and  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars  for  each  offfense :  but  if  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  three 
months  and  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  offense ;  one-half  of  said 
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fine  shall  be  paid  to  the  orphan  asylum  of  the  countj,  and.

Section  three  to  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the 
section  the  following : 

No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  contractor, 
bnt  if,  from  any  unforeseen  cause,  the  terms  of  any  contract 
shall  prove  to  be  unjust  and  oppressive,  the  canal  board  may, 
upon  the  application  of  the  contractor,  cancel  such  contract. 

§  6.  The  legislature  shall  not  selL  lease  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  Erie  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Champlain  canal,  the 
Black  River  canal  or  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal ;  but  they 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the  state,  and  under  its  manage- 
ment forever.  Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collections, 
superintendence,  ordinary^  or  extraordinary  repairs  on  the 
canals  named  in  this  section,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year, 
their  gross  receipts  for  the  previous  year.

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(or  aflBlnn)  that  I  have  not  directly  or  indu'ectly  paid,  offered 
or  promised  to  pay,  contribnted  or  offered  or  promised  to  con- 
tribute, any  money  or  other  valnable  thing  as  a  consideration  or 
reward  for  the  givinjz  or  withholding  a  vote  at  the  election  at 
which  I  was  elected  to  said  office,  and  have  not  made  any 
promise  to  influence  the  giving  or  withholding  any  such  vote," 
and  no  other  oath,  declaration  or  test  shall  oe  required  as  a 
qualification  for  any  office  of  public  trust

CONCURRENT    RESOLUTIONS     proposing    amend- 
ments to  article  six  of  the  constitution. 

Hesolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  section  eighteen  of 
article  six  or  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  18.  The  electors  of  the  several  towns  shall,  at  their  annual 
town  meeting  and  in  such  a  manner  as  tiie  legislature  may 
direct,  elect  justices  of  the  peace,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  four  years.  In  case  of  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  occur- 
ring before  the  expiration  of  a  fall  term^  they  shall  hold  for 
the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  Their  number  and  classi- 
fication may  be  regulated  by  law.  Justices  of  the  peace  and 
judges  or  justices  of  inferior  courts,  not  of  record,  and  their 
clerks,  may  be  removed  after  due  notice  and  an  opportunity 
of  being  heard  by  such  courts  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law 
for  causes  to  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  removal.  Judicial 
officers  of  courts  not  of  record,  in  the  several  cities  of  the 
state  haviuff  a  population  of  not  less  than  three  hundred 
thousand,  snail  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  removal  after  due  notice,  and  an  opportunity  of  being

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heard,  by  such  courts  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  for  cans^ 
to  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  removal.  AU  other  judicial 
officers  in  cities,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  article,  shall  be  chosen  bv  the  electors, 
of  cines  or  appointed  by  some  local  anthorities  thereof.

CONCUKRENT  RESOLUTION  proposing  an  amend- 
ment to  article  eight  of  the  constitution. 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  article  eight  of  the 
constitution  oe  amended,  by  amendmg  section  four  thereoi^  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  4.  The  legislature  shall,  by  general  law,  conform  all 
charters  of  savings  banks,  or  institutions  for  savings^  to  a 
uniformity  of  powers,  rights  and  liabilities,  and  all  charters 
hereafter  granted  for  sucn  corporations  shall  be  made  to  con- 
form to  such  general  law,  and  to  such  amendments  as  may  be 
made  thereto.  And  no  such  corporation  shall  have  any  capi- 
tal stock,  or  ^hall  be  trustees  thereof,  or  any  of  them  have 
any  interest  whatever,  direct  or  indirect,  in  the  profits  of  snch 
corporation ;  and  no  director  or  trustee  of  any  such  bank  or 
institution  shall  be  interested  in  any  loan  or  use  of  any  money 
or  property  of  such  bank  or  instittition  for  savings.  The  leg- 
islature shaU  have  no  power  to  pass  any  act  granting  any 
special  charter  for  bauKing  purposes;  but  corporations  or 
associations  may  be  formed  for  such  purposes  under  general 
laws. 

And  further,  by  adding  thereto  additional  sections  to  be 
known  as  sections  ten  and  eleven,  as  follows : 
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§  10.  Neither  the  credit  nor  tlie  money  of  the  state  shall  be 
given  or  loaned  to  or  in  aid  of  any  association,  corporation  or 

Srivate  nndertaking.  This  section  shall  not,  however,  prevent 
le  legislature  from  making  sach  provision  for  the  education 
and  support  of  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  juvenile 
delinquents,  as  to  it  may  seem  proper.  Nor  shall  it  apply  to 
anv  fund  or  property  now  held  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
held  by  the  state  for  educational  purposes. 

§  11.  No  county,  city,  town  or  vilbge  shall,  hereafter,  give 
any  money  or  property,  or  loan  its  money  or  credit,  to  or  in 
aid  of  any  individual,  association,  or  corporation,  or  become, 
directly  or  indirectly,  the  owner  of  stock  in  or  bonds  of  any 
association  or  corporation,  nor  shaU  an]^  such  county,  city, 
town  or  village  be  allowed  to  incur  any  indebtedness,  except 
for  county,  city,  town  or  village  purposes.  This  section  shall 
not  prevent  such  county,  city,  town  or  village  from  making 
such  provision  for  the  aid  and  support  of  ito  poor  as  may  be 
authorized  by  law.

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  sections  one  and 
two  of  article  two  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who 
shall  have  been  a  citizen  for  ten  days  and  an  inhabitant  of  this 
state  one  year  next  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the  last  four 
months  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  for  the  last  thirty  da^s 
a  resident  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  may  oner  ma 
vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  in  tne  election 
district  of  which  he  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resident,  and  not 
elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
elective  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  which  may  be 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  provided  that,  in  time  of 
war,  no  elector  in  the  actual  military  .service  of  the  state,  or 
of  the  United  States,  in  the  army  or  navy  thereof  shall  be 
deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of  his  absence  from  such  elec- 
tion district ;  and  the  legislature  shall  have  the  power  to  i»x>- 
vide  the  manner  in  which  and  the  time  and  place  at  wnich 
such  absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  return  and  canvass 
of  their  votes  in  the  election  districts  in  which  they  respefr 
tively  reside. 

§  2.  No  person  who  shall  receive,  expect  or  oflfer  to  receive, 
or  pay,  oflfer  or  promise  to  pay,  contribute,  oflfer  or  promise  to 
contnbute  to  another,  to  be  paid  or  used,  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  as  a  compensation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or 
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withholding  a  vote  at  an  election,  or  who  shall  make  any 
promise  to  mflaence  the  giving  or  withholding  any  such  vote, 
or  who  shall  make  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  any  election, 
shall  vote  at  such  election ;  and  upon  challenge  for  such  cause, 
the  person  so  challenged,  before  the  officers  authorized  for 
that  purpose  shall  receive  his  vote,  shall  swear  or  affirm  before 
such  6mcers  that  he  has  not  received  or  offered,  does  not 
expect  to  receive,  has  not  paid,  offered  or  promised  to  pay, 
contributed,  offered  or  promised  to  contribute  to  another,  to 
be  paid  or  used,  any  monev  or  other  valuable  thing  as  a  com- 
pensation or  reward  for  tne  giving  or  withholding  a  vote  at 
such  election,  and  has  not  ma^e  any  promise  to  inluence  the 
giving  or  withholding  of  any  such  vote,  nor  made  or  become 
directly  or' indirectly  mterested  in  any  bet  or  wager  depending 
upon. the  result  of  such  election.  Tiie  legislature,  at  the  ses- 
sion thereof  next  after  the  adoption  of  this  section,  shall,  and 
from  time  to  time  thereafter  may,  enact  laws  excluding  from 
the  right  of  suffrage  all  persons  convicted  of  bribery  or  of  any 
infamous  crime.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTIONS  proposing  an  amend- 
ment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  funding  the  canal 
and  general  fund  debts  now  charged  on  the  canals. 

Itesolved  (if  the  assembly  concur).  That  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  be  proposed  for  adoption  to  the 
people  of  the  state,  viz. : 

Article  .  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  bor- 
row, on  the  credit  of  the  state,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary 
for  paying  the  canal  and  general  fund  debts  now  charged  on 
the  canals,  as  the  same  shall  feJl  due,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of 
bonds,  or  certificates  of  stock,  having  forty  years  to  run  from 
their  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  pcff 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal whereoi  at  maturity  a  sinking  fand  of  one  per  cent  per 
annum  shall  be  established,  and  tne  tolls  of  the  canals  shall 
be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  canal  board  at  rates  sufficing, 
as  near  as  may  be,  to  provide  only  for  said  sinking  fund  the 
interest  on  the  debt  so  created,  the  expenses  of  collection, 
superintendence  and  keeping  the  canals  in  repair;  and  the 
contribution  so  created  for  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  invested 
annually  by  the  comptroller  in  the  bonds  or  certificates  of 
stock  authorized  by  tnis  article,  or  in  the  stocks  or  bonds  of 
the  state  of  New  York  or  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be 
held  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the  oonds  or  certifi- 
cates herein  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sacredly  applied  to 
that  purpose ;  all  of  said  debt  and  interest  shall  be  paid  from 
the  revenues  of  the  canals,  and  no  direct  tax  shall  ever  be 
levied  or  collected  for  canal  purposes,  either  for  current 
expenses  or  repairs,  ordinary  or  extraordinary.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  proposing  amendments 

to  article  three  of  the  constitution. 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur).  That  sections  one,  four, 
five,  six,  seven  and  eight  of  article  three  of  the  constitution  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  m. 

Seotion  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  state  shall  be  vested 
in  a  senate  and  an  assembly. 

§  4.  An  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  shall  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  legislature,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  in  every  tenth 
year  thereafter. 

§  5.  The  assombly  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  members,  elected  for  one  year.  The  members  of 
assembly  shall  be  ax)portioned  among  the  several  counties  of 
the  state,  by  the  le^slature,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  accor^ng 
to  the  number  of  their  res]>ective  inhabitants,  excluding  aliens, 
and  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts.  The  assembly  dis- 
tricts shall  remain  as  at  present  organized,  until  after  the 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitents  of  the  state,  in  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  legislature,  at  its  first 
session,  after  the  return  of  every  enumeration,  shall  appor- 
tion the  members  of  assembly  among  the  several  counties  of 
the  state,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  board  of  supervis- 
ors in  such  counties  as  may  be  entitled  under  such  apportion- 
ment, to  more  than  one  member,  except  the  city  and  county 
of  New  York,  and  in  said  city  and  county  the  board  of  alder- 
men of  said  city  shall  assemble  at  such  time  as  the  le^slature, 
making  such  apportionment,  shall  prescribe,  and  divide  their 
respective  counties  into  assembly  districts,  each  of  which  dis- 
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tricts  shall  conslBt  of  convenient  and  contignons  territoiy, 
equal  to  the  number  of  members  of  assembly  to  which  such 
counties  shall  be  entitled,  and  shall  caijse  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  clerks  of  their  respect- 
ive counties,  a  description  of  such  districts,  specifying  the 
number  of  each  district  and  the  popidation  thereof,  according 
to  the  last  preceding  enumeration,  as  near  as  can  be  ascer* 
tained,  and  the  apportionment  and  districts  shall  remain 
unaltered  until  another  enumeration  shall  be  made  as  herein 
provided.  No  town  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of 
assembly  districts.  Every  county  heretofore  established  and 
separately  organized,  except  the  county  of  Hamilton,  shall 
always  be  entitled  to  one  member  of  the  assembly,  and  no 
new  county  shall  be  hereafter  erected,  unless  its  jpopulation 
shall  entitle  it  to  a  member.  The  county  of  Hamilton  shall 
elect  with  the  county  of  Fulton,  until  the  population  of  the 
county  of  Hamilton  shall,  according  to  the  ratio,  be  entitled 
to  a  member.  But  the  legislature  may  abolish  the  said  county 
of  Hamilton,  and  annex  the  territory  thereof  to  some  other 
county  or  counties.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent 
division  at  any  time  of  counties  and  towns,  and  the  erection 
of  new  towns  and  counties  by  the  legislature. 

§  6.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  hia 
services  an  anual  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  members  of  either  house  shall  also  receive  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  every  ten  miles  they  shall  travel,  in  going  ta 
and  returning  from  their  place  of  meeting,  once  in  each  ses- 
sion, on  the  most  usual  route.  Senators,  when  the  senate 
alone  is  convened  in  extraordinary  session,  or  when  serving  as 
members  of  the  court  for  the  trial  of  impeiarchments,  and  such 
members  of  the  assembly,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  aa 
shall  be  appointed  managers  of  an  impeachment,  shall  reoeiTe 
an  additional  allowance  of  ten  dollars  a  day. 

§  7.  No  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  any  cifil 
appointment  within  this  state,  or  the  senate  of  the  United 
States,  from  the  governor,  ttie  governor  and  senate,  or  from 
the  lemslature,  or  from  any  city  government  durine  the  time 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected ;  and  all  sucn  apxx>int- 
mente  and  such  votes  given  for  an;^  such  member,  for  any  sucb 
office  or  appointment,  shall  be  void. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  legislature,  who,  at 
the  time  or  his  election  is,  or  within  one  hundred  days  previ- 
ous  thereto,  has  been  a  member  of  congress,  a  civil  or  mmtacy 
officer  under  the  United  States,  or  an  officer  under  any  city 
government.  And  if  any  person  shall,  after  his  election  as  a 
member  of  the  legislature,  be  elected  to  congress,  or  appointed 
to  any  office,  civD  or  military,  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  under  any  city  government,  his  acceptance 
thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

And  that  the  following  additional  sections  be  added  to  said 
article  three  of  the  constitution : 

§  17.  No  act  shall  be  passed  which  shall  provide  that  any 
existing  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  mS^e  or  deemed  a

part  of  said  aot^  or  whioh  shall  enact  that  any  existing  law,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  applicable,  except  by  inserting  it  in 
such  act. 

§  18.  The  l^slatnre  shall  not  pass  a  private  or  local  bill  in 
any  of  the  following  cases: 

Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

Laying  out,  opening,  futering,  working  or  discontinuing 
roads,  highways  or  alleys,  or  for  draining  swamps  or  other 
low  lands. 

Locating  or  changing  county  seats. 

Providing  or  changing  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

Incorporating  villages. 

Providing  for  election  of  members  of  boards  of  supervisors. 

Selecting,  drawing,  summoning  or  impaneling  grand  or 
petit  jurors. 

Begulatinj^  the  interest  on  money. 

The  openmg  and  conducting  of  elections  or  designating 
places  of  voting. 

Creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  percentage  or  allow- 
ances of  public  officers,  during  the  term  for  which  said  officers 
are  elected  or  appointed. 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual,  the 
right  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks. 

Granting  to  an^jr  private  cori)oration,  association  or  indi- 
vidual, any  exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  what- 
ever. 

Providing  for  building  bridges,  and  chartering  companies 
for  such  purposes,  except  on  the  Hudson  river,  below  Water- 
ford,  and  on  the  East  river,  or  over  the  waters  forming  a  part 
of  the  boundaries  of  the  state. 

The  legislature  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the  cases 
enumers^d  in  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  which,  in 
its  judgment,  may  be  provided  for  by  general  laws.  But  no 
law  shall  authorize  the  construction  or  operation  of  a  street 
railroad,  except  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the 
owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and 
the  consent  also  of  the  local  authonties  having  the  control  of 
that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  whicn  it  is'x>roposed 
to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad  be  first  obtained,  or 
in  case  the  consent  of  such-  property  owners  cannot  be 
obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  district 
in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed,  may,  upon  applica- 
tion, appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  determine,  after 
a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad 
ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determination, 
co&rmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent 
of  the  property  owners. 

§  19.  The  legislature  shall  neither  audit  nor  allow  any  pri- 
vate claim  or  account  a^inst  tiie  state,  but  may  appropriate 
money  to  pay  such  claims  as  shall  have  been  aumted  and 
allowed  according  to  law. 

§  20.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax 
ahkil  distinctiy  state  the  tax  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to 
101 
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be  applied,  and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other 
law  to  fix  such  tax  or  object. 

§  21.  On  the  final  passage,  in  either  honse  of  the  legisla- 
tare,  of  any  act  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax  or 
creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continaes  or  revives  any 
appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or 
releases,  discharges  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  flie 
state,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  which 
shall  be  duly  entered  upon  the  jounmls,  and  three-fifths  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  either  house  shall,  in  all  such  cases, 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

§  22.  There  shall  be  in  the  several  counties,  except  in  cities 
whose  boundaries  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  countyi  &  board 
of  supervisors,  to  be  composed  of  such  members,  and  elected 
in  such  manner,  and  for  such  period,  as  is,  and  may  be,  pro- 
vided by  law.  In  any  such  city  the  duties  and  powers  of  a 
board  of  supervisors  may  be  devolved  upon  the  common 
council  or  board  of  aldermen  thereof. 

Section  seventeen  of  said  article  is  hereby  made  section 
twenty-three  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  is  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  23.  The  legislature  shall,  by  general  laws,  confer  upon  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  such 
further  powers  of  local  legislation  and  administration  as  the 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient 

§  24.  The  legislature  shall  not,  nor  shall  the  common  coun- 
cil of  any  city,  nor  any  board  of  supervisors,  grant  any  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant^  agent  or  con- 
tractor. 

§  25.  Sections  seventeen  and  eighteen  of  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  any  bill  or  the  amendments  of  any  bill,  which 
shall  oe  reported  to  the  legislature  by  commissioners,  who 
have  been  appointed  pursuant  to  law  to  revise  the  statutes. 

That  the  foregoing 
amendment  be  referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  tiie 
next  general  election  of  senators,  and  that,  in  conformity  to 
section  one  of  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution,  it  be  pub- 
lished for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  such  election.

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CONCURRENT  RESOLUTIONS  proposing  amendments 

to  article  fonr  of  the  coLiW^ 

Hesolved  (if  the  aBsembly  concur),  That  sectioiiB  one,  two, 
four,  eight  and  nine  of  article  four  of  the  constitution  be 
amendea  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  governor 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years:  a  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same  term. 
The  governor  and  the  lieutenant-governor  elected  next  pre- 
ceding the  time  when  this  section  shall  take  effect,  shall  hold 
office  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected, 

§  2.  No  person  shaU  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of 
the  age  of  not  less  than  tnirtj  years,  and  who  shall  have  been 
five  years  next  preceding  his  election  a  resident  of  this  state. 

§  4.  The  governor  shaU  be  commander-in  chief  of  the  mili- 
tary and  naval  forces  of  the  state.  He  shall  have  power  to 
convene  the  legislature  {ot  the  senate  only)  on  extraordinary 
occasions.  At  extraordinary  sessions  no  subject  shall  be  acted 
upon,  except  such  as  the  governor  may  recommend  for  consid- 
eration. He  shall  communicate  by  message  to  the  legislature 
at  every  session  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  recommend 
such  matters  to  them  as  he  shall  judge  expedient.  He  shall 
transact  all  necessary  business  with  the  officers  of  the  govern- 
ment, civil  and  milito.ry.  He  shall  expedite  all  such  measures 
as'  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  legislature,  aind  shall  take 
care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed.  He  shall  receive 
for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
there  shall  be  provided  for  his  use  a  suitable  and  furnished 
executive  residence. 

§  8.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  five  tnousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  receive 
or  be  entitled  to  any  other  compensation,  fee  or  perquisite,  for 
any  duty  or  service  he  may  be  required  to  perform  by  the  con- 
stitution or  by  law. 

§  9.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  senate  and 
assembly  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the 
governor ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not,  he  shall 
return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  which  shaU  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  the 
journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsid- 
eration, two-tnirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall 
a^ree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  together  with  the  objec- 
tions to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  snail  likewise  be  recon- 
sidered ;  and  if  approved  oy  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected 
to  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law  notwithstanding  the 
objections  of  the  governor.  In  all  such  cases,  the  votes  in 
both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  entered  on  the 
jotimal  of  each  house  respectively.  K  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
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after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a 
law  in  like  manner  as  if  ne  had  signed  it,  nnless  the  le^islatnrB 
shall,  by  their  adjournment^  prevent  its  return ;  in  wmch  case 
it  shall  not  become  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  governor. 
No  bill  shaU  become  a  law  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
legislature,  unless  approved  by  the  governor  within  thirty 
days  after  such  adjournment.  If  any  bill  presented  to  tbe 
governor  contain  several  items  of  appropriation  of  money,  he 
may  object  to  one  or  more  of  such  items,  while  approving  of 
the  other  portion  of  the  bill.  In  such  case,  he  shall  append 
to  the  bill,  at  the  time  of  signing  it,  a  statement  of  the  items 
to  which  he  objects ;  and  the  appropriation  so  objected  to 
shall  not  take  effect.  If  the  legislature  be  in  session,  he  shall 
transmit  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated  a  copy  of 
such  statement,  and  the  items  objected  to  shall  be  separately 
reconsidered.  If,  on  reconsideration,  one  or  more  of  such 
items  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  house,  the  same  shall  be  part  of  the  law,  notwithstand- 
ing the  objections  of  tiie  governor.  All  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  in  relation  to  bills  not  approved  by  the  governor,  shall 
apply  in  cases  in  which  he  shaiT  withhold  his  approval  from 
any  item  or  items  contained  in  a  biU  appropriating  money. 

jResolved  (if  the  assembly  concur).  That  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment be  referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election  of  senators,  and  that,  in  conformity  to  section 
one,  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution,  it  be  published  for  three 
months  previous  to  the  time  of  such  election.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTIONS  proposing  amendmenta 

to  article  five  of  the  constitation. 

Besolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  article  five  of  the 
constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  comptroller  and  secretary  of  state  shall  be  chosen 
at  the  same  general  election,  and  for  the  same  term,  as  the 
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governor.  The  persons  holding  the  offices  at  the  time  when 
uiis  section  shall  take  effect  shsSl  continue  to  hold  the  same 
nntil  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  the  first  election 
of  comptroller   and    secretary  of   state,    pursuant  to  the 

Srovisions   hereof,   and  shall  each  receive  a  salary  to  be 
xed  by  law,  for  such  time  as  they  may  hold  such  offices 
beyond  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

I  2.  The  attorney-general  and  state  engineer  and  surveyor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
senate,  and  hold  their  offices  untU  the  end  of  the  term  of  the 
governor  by  whom  they  shall  be  nominated,  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  state 
eujzineer  and  purveyor  who  is  not  a  practical  engineer. 

f  3.  A  superintendent  of  state  prisons  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  and  hold  his 
office  for  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed;  he  shall  give 
security  in  such  amount,  and  with  such  sureties,  as  shall  be 
required  by  law  for  the  &ithful  discharge  of  his  duties ;  he 
shall  have  the  superintendence,  management  and  control  of 
the  state  prisons,  subject  to  such  laws  as  now  exist  or  may 
hereafter  be  enacted ;  he  shall  appoint  the  agente,  wardens, 
physicians  and  chaplains  of  the  prisons.  The  agent  and 
warden  of  each  prison  shall  appoint  all  other  officers  of  such 
prison,  except  the  clerk,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  same 
by  the  superintendent.  The  comptrolfer  shall  appoint  the 
cierks  of  tne  prisons.  The  superintendent  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties,  not  inconsistent  herewith, 
which  have  heretofore  been  had  and  performed  by  the  inspec- 
tors of  state  prisons  ;  and  from  and  after  the  time  when  such 
superintendent  of  state  prisons  shall  have  been  appointed  and 
qualified,  the  office  of  inspector  of  state  prisons  snail  be  and 
is  hereby  abolished.  The  governor  may  remove  the  superin- 
tendent for  cause  at  any  time,  giving  to  him  a  copy  of  the 
charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defense. 

§  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  chosen  by  the  senate  and  assem- 
bly in  joint  ballot,  and  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  and  untU 
his  successor  shall  be  chosen  and  oualified.  He  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  omce,  give  such  security  as 
niay  be  required  by  law.  He  may  be  suspended  from  office 
hj  the  governor  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  and  untU 
thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature,  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  him  that  such  treasurer 
has,  in  any  particular,  violatedms  duty.  The  governor  shaU' 
appoint  a  competent  person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  during  such  suspension  of  the  treasurer. 

§  6.  The  ueutenant-govemor,  compfaroller,  secretary  of  state, 
attorney-general,  treasurer  and  state  engineer  and  surveyor 
shall  be  the  commissioners  of  the  land  office.  The  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  the  canal  fund  is  abolished,  and  aU  the  powers 
and  duties  heretofore  had  or  performed  by  the  commissioners  # 
of  the  canal  fund  shaU  hereafter  be  had  and  performed  by  the 
comptroller.    The  canal  board  shaU  consist  of  the  lieutenant- 
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goyemor,  secretary  of  state,  treasurer,  attomey-^neral,  state 
en^eer  and  surveyor,  and  superintendent  of  public  worka 

f  6.  A  superintendent  of  pxiblic  works  shall  be  appointed 
\>Y  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  and  to  hold 
his  office  until  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  governor  by  whom 
he  was  nominated  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  He 
shall  receive  for  his  services  a comjpensation  to  be  fixed  bylaw. 
He  shaU  be  required  by  law  to  give  security  for  the  faithfol 
execution  of  his  office,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  thereot 
He  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  all  laws  relating  to 
the  repair  and  navi^tion  of  the  canals ;  and  also  those  r3at- 
ing  to  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the  cansds,  except 
so  fax  as  the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  such  constrac- 
tion  or  improvement  shall  be  confided  to  the  state  engineer 
and  surveyor.  Subject  to  the  control  of  the  legislation  he 
shall  make  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  navigation  or  use 
of  the  canals.  He  may  be  suspended  or  removeNi  from  office 
by  the  governor,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  interest 
shall  so  require ;  but  in  case  of  removal  of  such  superintendent 
of  public  works  from  office,  the  governor  shall  nle  with  the 
secretary  of  state  a  statement  of  the  cause  of  such  removal, 
and  shall  report  such  removal  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  1^ 
islature  at  its  next  session. 

§  7.  The  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  appoint  not 
more  than  three  assistant  superintendents,  whose  d!uties  shall 
be  prescribed  by  him,  subject  to  modification  by  the  legisla- 
ture, and  who  shall  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation 
to  be  fixed  bylaw.  They  shall  hold  their  office  for  three 
years,  subject  to  suspension  or  removal  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  works,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  pubUc  interest 
shall  so  require.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an^r  such  assist 
ant  superintendent  shall  be  nlled,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term  for  which  he  was  appointed,  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  works ;  but  in  case  of  the  suspension  or  removal  of 
any  such  assistant  superintendent  by  him,  he  shall  at  once 
report  to  the  governor,  in  writing,  the  cause  of  such  removal 
An  other  persons  employed  in  the  care  and  management  of 
the  canals,,  except  collectors  of  tolls,  and  those  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  state  engineer  and  surveyor,  shall  be  appomted 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  and  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension or  removal  by  him. 

§  8.  The  office  of  canal  commissioner  is  abolished  from 
and  after  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  pubhc  works,  untU  which  time  the  canal  commis- 
sioners shaU  continue  to  discharge  their  duties  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law.  The  superintendent  of  j)ublic  works  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  canal  commissioners,  and  board 
of  canal  commissioners  as  now  declared  by  law,  until  other- 
wise provided  by  the  legislature. 

§  9.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate, 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  offices  in  this  article 
named  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided ;  or,  if  the  senate 
be  not  in  session,  he  may  grant  commissions,  which  shall 
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expire  at  the  end  of  the  next   succeeding  session  of  the 
senate. 

§  10.  The  attorney-general,  state  engineer  and  surveyor  and 
treasurer,  in  office  at  the  time  this  s^cle  shall  take  effect^ 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

§  11.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  respective  boards,  and  ' 
of  the  several  officers  in  this  article  named,  shall,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  be  such  as  now  are  or  hereafter 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

§  12.  All  offices  tor  the  weighing,  gauging,  measuring,  cull- 
ing or  inspecting  any  merchandise,  produce,  manufacture  or 
commodity  whafever,  are  hereby  abolished,  and  no  such  office 
shall  hereafter  be  created  by  law ;  but  nothing  in  tills  section

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  poposin^  an  amend- 
ment  to  the  constitution  by  additional  articles  thereto^ 
to  be  known  as  articles  fifteen  and  sixteen. 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  constitution  of 
this  state  be  amended  bv  adding  additional  articles  tiiereto,  to 
be  known  as  articles  fifteen  and  sixteen,  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  XV. 

SE0TIOI7 1.  Any  person  holding  office  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  who,  except  m  payment  of  his  legal  salary,  fees  or  per- 
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qnisiteB,  shall  reoeive  or  oonaent  to  leceive,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, any  thing  of  valne  or  of  personal  advantage,  or  the 
promise  thereof^  for  performing  or  omitting  to  perform  any 
official  act,  or  with  the  express  or  implied  unden^nding  that 
his  official  action  or  omission  to  act  is  to  be  in  any  Segtee 
inflnenced  thereby,  shall  be  deemed  gnilty  of  a  felony.  This 
section  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  existing  statutes  in 
relation  to  the  offense  of  bribery. 

§  3.  An^  person  who  shall  offer  or  promise  a  bribe  to  an 
officer,  if  it  shall  be  received,  shall  be  deemed  gnilty  of  a 
felony  and  liable  to  punishment^  except  as  herein  provided. 
No  person  offering  a  bribe  shall,  upon  any  prosecution  of  the 
officer  for  receiving  such  bribe,  be  privileged  from  testifying 
in  relation  thereto,  and  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  civil  or  crim- 
inal prosecution  therefor,  if  he  shall  testify  to  the  giving  or 
offering  of  such  bribe.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  or  promise 
a  bribe,  if  it  be  rejected  by  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  tendered, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  bribe,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  felony. 

§  3.  Any  person  charged  with  receiving  a  bribe,  or  with 
offering  or  promising  a  bribe,  shall  be  permitted  to  testify  in 
his  own  behalf  in  any  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefor. 

§  4.  Any  district  attorney  who  shall  rail  feithfally  to  prose- 
cute a  person  charged  with  the  violation  in  his  county  of  any 
provision  of  this  article  which  may  come  to  his  knowled^ 
shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  governor,  after  due  notice 
and  an  opportunity  of  b^ing  heard  in  his  defense.  The 
expenses  which  shall  be  incurred  by  any  county,  in  investi- 
gating and  prosecuting  any  charge  of  bribery,  or  attempting 
to  bnoe  any  person  holding  office  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
within  such  county,  or  of  receiving  bribes  by  any  such  person 
in  said  countv,  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  state,  and  their 
payment  by  me  state  shall  be  provided  for  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XVL 

Seotioit  1.  All  amendments  to  the  constitution  shall  be  in 
force  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding 
the  election  at  which  the  same  were  adopted,  except  when 
otherwise  provided  by  such  amendments.

OONCUERENT  RESOLUTION  directing  the  board  of 
state  comiiodssioners  of  public  charities  to  examine  into 
the  causes  of  the  increase  of  crime,  pauperism  and  insanity. 

Wheeeas,  It  is  well  known  that  there  is  a  vast  increase  of

employ  such  clerical  aid  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  submit  their  report  to  the  next  legislature ;  and 
without  additional  expense  to  the  state,  except  for  services  of 
a  stenographer,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  both  stenog- 
rapher and  clerk  at  the  usual  compensation.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  for  the  appointment  of 
a  commission  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  college 
land  grant. 

Mesolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  governor  be 
requested,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  appoint  thr^  citi- 
zens of  this  state,  as  a  commission  to  inquire  mto  and  ascer- 
tain the  condition  of  the  college  land  grants  so  called,  and  tbftt 
they  particularly  inq  uire  into  and  ascertain : 

Mrst  WTiether  the  act  of  congress,  chapter  one  hundred 
and  thirty,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
act  of  the  legislature  of  this  state,  chapter  four  *  and  sixty 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  have  been 
complied  with  in  the  sale  and  disposition  or  college  lands. 

SecoTid.  Also  to  inquire  into  and  ascertain  what  security  or 
securities  the  state  is  obligated  to  receive  for  the  sale  of  said 
lands ;  also^  whether  the  state  has  the  securities  required  by 
the  aforesaid  enactments,  and  whether  securities  other  than 
those  therein  mentioned,  can  be  taken  or  received  by  the  state.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  TorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  asfoUows  s 

Section  1.  At  any  time  hereafter  any  five  or  more  persons 
who  may  desire  to  form  a  company  for  the  business  of  erecting 
buildinffs  for  hotel  purposes  or  keeping  hotels,  or  for  either  ca* 
both  of  such  purposes,  may  make,  sign  and  acknowledge, 
before  some  oflacer  competent  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of 
deeds,  and  file  in  the  omce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  business  of  the  company  shall  be  carried  on,  and  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  in  the  oflSice  of  the  secretary  of  state,  a  certificate 
in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  corporate  name  of  the 
said  company  and  the  object  for  which  the  company  shall  be 
formed;  the  amount  of  tha  capital  stock  of  the  said  company, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  nor  exceecl- 
ing  one  million  dollars;  the  term  of  its  existence  not  to  exceed 
fifty  years;  the  number  of  shares  which  the  stock  shall  con- 
sist; the  number  of  trustees  and  their  names,  who  shall  manage 
the  concerns  of  the  said  company  for  the  first  year,  and  tne 
name  of  the  place  in  which  the  operations  of  the  said  company 
are  to  be  carried  on.

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  reorganization  of  railroads  sold 
under  mortgage,  and  providing  for  the  formation  of  new 
companies  in  such  cases. 

Passed  Maj  11, 1874 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  AsseTiiblyj  do  enact  as  follows : 

Seotion  1.  In  case  the  raUroad  and  property  connected 
therewith,  and  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  any  cor- 
poration created  nnder  the  general  railroad  law  of  this  state, 
or  existing  nnder  any  special  act  of  the  legislature  thereof, 
shall  be  sold  nnder  or  pursuant  to  the  judgment  or  decree  of 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  made  to  execute  the  pro- 
visions or  enforce  the  Hen  of  any  deed  or  deeds  of  trust,  or 
mortgage  theretofore  executed  by  such  company,  the  pur- 
chasers of  such  railroad  proi)erty  and  franchises,  their  grantees 
or  assigns,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  become  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  all  the  franchises,  rights,  powers,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  which  were  possessed  before  snch  sale 
by  the  corporation  whose  property  shall  have  been  sold  as 
aforesaid,  by  filing  in  the  omce  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  ce^ 
tificate,  duly  executed  under  their  hands  and  seals,  and 
acknowledged  before  an  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowl- 
edgment 01  deeds,  in  which  certificate  the  said  persons  shall

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  state 

prisons. 

Passed  Maj  12, 1874 ;  thiee-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Staie  of  New  TorJc^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  asfoUows : 

Section  1.  Subdirision  one  of  section  tliirty-fonr  of  chap- 
ter four  hnndred  and  sixty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-seven  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  To  visit  jointly  each  of  the  state  prisons  that  now  are  or  inspectors 
may  hereafter  be  established  in  this  state,  at  least  three  times  Jj, Jjj**

Every  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twentv-oneyeais 
who  shall  have  been  a  citizen  for  ten  days  and  an  iimabitaot  d 
this  state  one  year  next  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the  last 
foar  months  a  resident  of  the  countj  and  for  the  last  thiitT 
days  9.  resident  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  may  offer 
his  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  in  the  electic^ 
district  of  which  he  sliall  at  the  time  be  a  resident,  and  M 
elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
elected  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  which  may  be 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  provided  that  in  time  of 
war  no  elector  in  the  actual  ^lilitary  service  of  the  state,  or  d 
the  United  States,  in  the  army  or  navy  thereof  ^aU  be 
deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of  his  absence  from  such  ele6 
tion  district  j  and  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  proTMe 
the  manner  m  which  and  the  time  and  place  at  whicn  suA 
absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  return  and  canvass  d 
their  votes  in  the  election  districts  in  which  they  respecdvelT 
reside.

vote,  or  who  shall  make  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  inter- 
ested in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  act 
election,  shall  vote  at  such  election ;  and  upon  challenge  f^ 
such  cause,  the  person  so  challenged,  before  the  officers  anther 
ized  for  that  purpose  shall  receive  his  vote,  shall  swear  or 
affirm  before  such  officers  that  he  has  not  received  or  offered. 
does  not  expect  to  receive,  has  not  paid,  offered  or  prondaed 
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• 

to  pay,  contributed,  offered  or  promised  to  contribute  to  another, 
tx>  De  paid  or  used^  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  as  a 
compensation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding  a  vote 
at  such  election,  and  has  not  made  any  promise  to  influence 
tJie  giving  or  withholding  of  any  such  vote,  nor  made  or 
became  dSectly  or  indirectly  interested  in  anv  bet  or  wager 
depending  upon  the  result  of  such  election.  The  legislature, 
at  the  session  thereof  next  after  the  adoption  of  this  section, 
shall,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  may  enact  laws  exclud- 
ing from  the  right  of  suffrage  aU  persons  convicted  of  bribery 
or  of  any  infamous  crime. 

And  whereas.  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  the  ihembers  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  said  legislature,  entered  on  their  journals,  with 
the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legisla- 
ture to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next  general  election  of  senators. 
And  whebeas.  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said 
proposed  amendment  was  duly  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  section  one  of  article  thirteen  of  the  consti- 
tution; therefore.

tricts  shall  remain  as  at  present  organized,  until  after  the  ; 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state,  in  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  legislature,  at  its  first  ses-  » 
sion  after  the  return  of  every  enumeration,  shall  apportioi 
the  members  of  assembly  among  the  several  counties  of  the 
state,  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  in 
such  counties  as  may  be  entitled  under  such  apportionmest 
to  more  than  one  member,  except  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,  and  in  said  city  and  countj  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
said  city  shall  assemble  at  such  tmie  as  the  legislature^  mak- 
ing such  apportionment,  shall  prescribe,  and  divide  their 
respective  counties  into  assembly  districts,  each  of  which  dis- 
tricts shall  consist  of  convenient  and  contiguous  -territoiy, 
equal  to  the  number  of  members  of  assembly  to  which  sack 
counties  shall  be  entitled,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the  clerks  of  their  respect- 
ive counties,  a  description  of  such  districts;  specifying  the 
number  of  each  district  and  the  population  thereof,  according 
to  the  last  preceding  enumeration  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained, 
and  the  apportionment  and  districts  shall  remain  unaltered 
until  another  enumeration  shall  be  made  as  herein  provided. 
No  town  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  assembly  dis- 
tricts. Every  county  heretofore  establisjied  and  separately 
organized,  except  the  countv  of  Hamilton,  shall  always  b? 
entitled  to  one  member  of  the  assembly,  and  no  new  comitj' 
shall  be  hereafter  erected,  unless  its  population  shall  entitle  it 
to  a  member.  The  county  pf  Hamilton  shall  elect  with  the 
county  of  Fulton,  until  the  population  of  the  county  of  Ham- 
ilton shall,  according  to  the  ratio,  be  entitled  to  a  member. 
But  the  le^slature  may  abolish  the  said  countv  of  Hamilton, 
and  annex  the  territory  thereof  to  some  other  county  or 
counties.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  division  at 
any  time  of  counties  and  towns,  and  tne  erection  of  new 
towns  and  counties  by  the  leeislature. 

§  6.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shaU  receive  for  his 
services  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dd- 
lars.  The  members  of  either  house  shall  also  receive  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  for  every  ten  mUes  they  shall  travel,  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  their  place  of  meeting,  once  in  each  ses- 
sion, on  the  most  usual  route.  Senators,  when  the  senate 
alone  is  convened  in  extraordinarv  session,  or  when  servine 
as  members  of  the  Court  for  the  Trial  of  Impeachments,  aad 
such  members  of  the  assembly,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number, 
as  shall  be  appointed  managers  of  an  impeachment^  shall 
receive  an  additional  allowance  of  ten  dollars  a'  day. 

§  7.  No  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  any  ciTil 
appointment  within  this  state,  or  the  senate  of  the  United 
States,  from  the  governor,  the  governor  and  senate,  or  from 
the  legislature,  or  from  any  city  government  during  the  time 
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for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected ;  and  all  such  appoint- 
ments, and  all  votes  given  for  any  snch  member  for  any  such 
oflBice  or  appointment,  shall  be  void. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible-  to  the  legislature  who,  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  is,  or  within  one  hundred  days  pre- 
vious thereto  has  been  a  member  of  congress,  a  civil  or  mili- 
tary officer  under  the  United  States,  or  an  officer  under  any 
city  government.  And  if  any  person  shall,  after  his  election 
as  a  member  of  the  legislature,  be  elected  to  congress,  or 
appointed  to  any  office,  civil  of  military,  under  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or,  under  any  city  government,  his 
acceptance  thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

And  that  the  following  additional  sections  be  added  to  said 
article  three  of  the  constitution  : 

1 17.  No  act  shall  be  passed  which  shall  provide  that  any 
existing  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  or  deemed  a 
part  of  said  act,  or  which  shall  enact  that  any  existing  law, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  applicable,  except  by  inserting  it 
in  such  act.  , 

§  18.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  a  private  or  local  bill  in 
any  of  the  following  cases : 

Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

Laying  out,  opening,  ^terin^,  working  or  discontinuing 
roads,  highways  or  alleys,  or  for  draining  swamps  or  other 
low  lands . 

Locating  or  changing  county  seats. 

Providing  for  changes  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

Incorporating  villages. 

Providing  for  election  of  members  of  boards  of  supervisors. 

Selecting,  drawing,  summoning  or  impaneling  grand  or 
pent  jurors.  »         • 

Regulating  the  rate  of  interest  on  monej. 

The  opemng  and  conducting  of  elections  or  designating 
places  of  voting. 

Creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  percentage  or  allow- 
ances of  public  officers,  during  the  term  for  which  said  offi- 
cers are  elected  or  appointed. 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the 
right  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks. 

Granting  to  any  private  corporation,  association  or  individ- 
ual anjr  exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever. 

Providing  for  building  bridges,  and  chartering  companies 
for  such  purposes,  except  on  the  Hudson  river  below  Water- 
ford,  and  on  the  East  river,  or  over  the  waters  forming  a  part 
of  the  boundaries  of  the  state. 

The  legislature  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the 
cases  enumerated  in  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  which 
in  its  judgment  ma^  be  provided  for  by  general  laws.  But 
no  law  shall  authorize  the  construction  or  operation  of  a  street 
railroad,  except  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the 
owners  of  one -naif  in  value  the  jjroperty  bounded  on,  and  the 
consent  also  of  the  local  authorities  navmg  the  control  of  that 
portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
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stmct  or  operate  such  railroad  be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the 
consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the  genezal 
term  of  the  supreme  court,  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  propo^ 
to  be  constructed,  may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  com- 
missioners who  shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  paitki 
interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or 
operated,  and  their  determination,  confirmed  by  the  cooit: 
may  be  token  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners 

§  19.  The  legislature  shall  neither  audit  nor  allow  any  pi- 
vate  claim  or  account  a^inst  the  state,  but  may  appropiut< 
money  to  pay  such  claims  as  shall  have  been  auditea  a&i 
allowed  according  to  law. 

§  20.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tix 
shall  distinctly  state  the  tax  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied,  and  it  shaU  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other  lav 
to  hx  such  tax  or  object. 

§  21.  On  the  final  passage,  in  either  house  of  the  le^s^ 
ture,  of  any  act  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax,  oi 
creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  anj 
appropriation  bf  pubhc  or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releasee 
discharges  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  the  state, 
the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall  be 
duly  entered  u^on  the  journals,  and  three-fifths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  either  house  shall,  in  all  such  cases,  be  necessair 
to  constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

§  22.  There  shall  be  in  the  several  counties,  except  in  cities 
whose  boundaries  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  county,  a  board 
of  supervisors,  to  be  composed  of  such  members,  and  elected 
in  such  manner,  and  for  such  period,  as  is  or  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law.  In  any  such  city  the  duties  and  powers  of  a 
board  of  supervisors  may  be  devolved  upon  the  commoi 
council  or  board  of  aldermen  thereof. 

Section  seventeen  of  said  article  is  herebv  made  sectioii 
twenty-three  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  is  amended  s^ 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  23.  The  legislature  shall,  by  general  laws,  confer  upon  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  suck 
further  powers  of  local  legislation  and  administration  as  the 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient. 

§  24.  The  legislature  shall  not,  nor  shall  the  common  coun- 
cil of  any  city  nor  any  board  of  supervisors,  grant  any  exm 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  agent  or  con- 
tractot*. 

§  25.  Sections  seventeen  and  eighteen  of  this  article  shaD 
not  apply  to  ayiy  bill,  or  the  amendments  to  any  bUl,  whick 
shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature  by  commissioners  who  hate 
been  appointed  pursuant  to  law  to  revise  the  statutes. 

And  whereas.  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed 
to  by  a  ma1orit3r  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  said  legislature,  entered  on  their  jounials,  witk 
the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legisli- 
ture  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next  general  election  of  sen^oi^ ; 

And  whereas,   Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said 
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proposed  amendments  were  duly  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  section  one  or  article  thirteen  of  the  consti- 
tution; therefore. 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  senate  do  agree 
to  the  proposed  amendments.

CONCUERENT  RESOLUTION  proposing  amendments 

to  article  four  of  the  constitution. 

Whereas,  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  follow- 
ing amendment  was  proposed  in  senate  and  assembly,  namely : 

That  sections  one,  two,  four,  eight  and  nine  of  article  four  of 
the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section"  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  gov- 
ernor, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years ;  a  lieutenant- 
governor  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same 
term.  The  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  elected  next ' 
preceding  the  time  when  this  section  shall  take  effect  shall 
hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of 
the  age  of  not  less  than  thirty  years,  and  who  shall  have  been 
five  years,  next  preceding  his  election,  a  resident  of  this  state. 

§  4.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  mili- 
tary and  naval  forces  of  the  state.  He  shall  have  power  to 
convene  the  legislature  (or  the  senate  only)  on  extraordinary 
occasions.  At  extraordinary  sessions  no  subject  shall  be  acted 
upon,  except  •  such  as  the  governor  may  recommend  for  con- 
sideration. He  shall  communicate  by  message  to  the  legisla- 
ture, at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  recom 
mend  such  matters  to  them  as  he  shall  judge  expedient.  He 
shall  transact  all  necessary  business  with  the  officers  of  gov- 
ernment, civil  and  military.  He  shall  exi)edite  all  such  meas- 
ures as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  legislature,  and  shall 
take  care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  there  shaU  be  provided  for  nis  use  a  suitable  and 
furnished  executive  residence. 
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stmct  or  operate  such  railroad  be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the 
consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the  general 
term  of  the  supreme  court,  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  be  constructed,  may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  com- 
missioners who  shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  jKuties 
interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or 
operated,  and  their  determination,  confirmed  by  the  court 
may  be  token  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners. 

§  19.  The  legislature  shall  neither  audit  nor  allow  any  pri- 
vate claim  or  account  against  the  state,  but  may  appropriate 
money  to  pay  such  claims  as  shall  have  been  audited  and 
allowed  according  to  law. 

§  20.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax 
shall  distinctljr  state  the  tax  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied,  and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other  law 
to  hx  such  tax  or  object. 

§  21.  On  the  final  passage,  in  either  house  of  the  legislar 
ture,  of  any  act  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax,  or 
creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any 
appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releases, 
discharges  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  the  state 
the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall  be 
duly  entered  upon  the  journals,  and  three-fifths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers  elected  to  either  house  shall,  in  all  such  cases,  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

§  22.  There  shall  be  in  the  several  counties,  except  in  cities 
whose  boundaries  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  counfy,  a  board 
of  supervisors,  to  be  composed  of  such  members,  and  elected 
in  such  manner,  and  for  such  period,  as  is  or  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law.  In  any  such  city  the  duties  and  i)overs  of  a 
board  of  supervisors  may  be  devolved  upon  the  common 
council  or  board  of  aldermen  thereof. 

Section  seventeen  of  said  article  is  herebv  made  section 
twenty-three  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  is  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  23.  The  legislature  shall,  by  general  laws,  confer  upon  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  such 
further  powers  of  local  legislation  and  administration  as  the 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient 

§  24.  The  legislature  shall  not,  nor  shall  the  common  coud- 
cil  of  any  city  nor  any  board  of  supervisors,  grant  any  extn 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  agent  or  con- 
tractot*. 

§  26.  Sections  seventeen  and  eighteen  of  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  ajiy  bill,  or  the  amendments  to  any  bill,  which 
shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature  by  commissioners  who  have 
been  appointed  pursuant  to  law  to  revise  the  statutes. 

And  whereas,  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  said  legislature,  entered  on  their  journals,  with 
the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  leffiala- 
ture  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next  general  election  of  sen^rs ; 

And  whereas,   Such  election  has  taken  place,  and 
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Besolved  (if  the  senate  concar),  That  the  assembly  do  agree 
to  the  proposed  amendment.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  proposing  amendments 

to  article  seven  of  the  constitution. 

Whereas,  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  follow- 
ing amendment  was  proposed  in  the  senate  and  assembly,  viz. : 

That  sections  three' and  six  of  article  seven  be  amended  as 
follows : 

Section  three  to  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of.  the  sec- 
tion tho  following : 

No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  contractor,  but 
if,  from  any  unforeseen  cause,  the  terms  of  any  contract  shall' 

J)rove  to  be  unjust  and  oppressive,  the  canal  boa?d  may,  upon 
he  application  of  the  contractor,  cancel  such  contract. 

Section  6.  The  legislature  shall  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Champlain 
canal  or  the  Cavuga  and  Seneca  canal ;  but  they  shall  remain 
the  property  oi  the  state,  and  under  its  management  forever. 
Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collections,  superintendence, 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  on  the  canals  named  in 
this  section,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  their  gross  receipts 
for  the  previous  year.  All  funds  that  may  be  derived  from 
any  lease,  sale  or  other  dispositidn  of  any  canal,  shall  be 
applied  in  payment  of  the  debt  for  which  the  canal  revenues 
are  pledged. 

That  the  following  be  added  as  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen 
in  place  of  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  article,  which 
have  been  transferred  and  inserted  as  sections  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two  of  article  three. 

§  13.  The  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of  the  debts  of  the 
state  shall  be  separately  kept  and  safely  invested,  and  neither 
of  them  shall  be  appropriated  or  used  in  any  manner  other 
than  for  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  shall  have  been 
provided. 

§  14.  Neither  the  legislature,  canal  board,  canal  appraisers, 
nor  any  person  or  i)ersons  acting  in  behalf  of  the  state,  shall 
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§  8.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  receive 
or  be  entitled  to  an^  other  compensation,  fee  or  perquisite, 
for  any  duty  or  service  he  may  be  required  to  perform  oy  the 
constitution  or  bv-law. 

§  9.   Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  senate  aad 
assembly  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  xbe 
governor  ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not^  he  shall 
return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  the 
journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.    If,  after  such  recon- 
sideration, two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that  house 
agree  to  pass  the  bill  it  shall' be  sent^  together  with  the  objee- 
tions,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  cob- 
sidered;   and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of   the  membeis 
elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law  notwithstandii^ 
the  objections  of  the  governor.    In  all  such  cases,  the  votes  i£ 
both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
of  each  house  respectively.  U  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by 
the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
maiiner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  legislature  shall,  bv 
their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shaU 
not  become  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  governor.    No 
bill  shall  become  a  law  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
legislature,  unless  approved  by  the  governor  within  thirty 
days  after  such  adjournment    If  any  bill  presented  to  the 
governor  contain  several  items  of  appropriation  of  money,  he 
may  object  to  one  or  more  of  such  items  while  approving  of 
the  other  portion  of  the  bill .    In  such  case,  he  snail  append 
to  the  bill,  at  the  time  of  signing  it,  a  statement  of  the  items 
to  which  he  objects;  and  the  appropriation  so  objected  to 
shall  not  take  effect.    If  the  legislature  be  in  session,  he  shall 
transmit  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated  a  copy  of 
such  statement,  and  the  items  objected  to  shall  be  separatelv 
reconsidered.     If,  on  reconsideration,  one  or  more  of  sucl 
items  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  house,  the  same  shall  be  part  of  the  law,  notwithstand- 
ing the  objections  of  the  governor.    All  the  provisions  of  this 
•     section,  in  relation  to  buls  not  approved  by  the  govemory 
shall  apply  in  cases  in  which  he  snail  withhold  his  approvsd 
from  any  item  or  items  contained  in  a  bill  appropriating  money. 

And  whereas.  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  said  legislature,  entered  on  their  journals,  with 
the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legisla- 
ture to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next  geneial  election  of  senators ; 

And  whereas.  Such  election  nas  taken  place,  and  said 
proposed  amendment  was  duly  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  section  one  of  article  thirteen  of  the  consti- 
tution; therefore, 
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Besolned  (if  the  senate  concur),  That  the  assembly  do  agree 
to  the  proposed  amendment.

No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  contractor,  but 
if,  from  any  unioreseen  cause,  the  terms  of  any  contract  shall' 
prove  to  be  unjust  and  oppressive,  the  canal  board  may,  upon 
the  application  of  the  contractor,  cancel  such  contract. 

Section  6.  The  legislature  shall  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Champlain 
canal  or  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal ;  but  they  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the  state,  and  under  its  management  forever. 
Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collections,  superintendence, 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  on  the  canals  named  in 
this  section,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  their  gross  receipts 
for  the  previous  year.  All  funds  that  may  be  derived  from 
any  lease,  sale  or  other  dispositidn  of  any  canal,  shall  be 
applied  in  payment  of  the  debt  for  which  the  canal  revenues 
are  pledged. 

That  the  following  be  added  as  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen 
in  place  of  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  article,  which 
have  been  transferred  and  inserted  as  sections  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two  of  article  three. 

§  13.  The  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of  the  debts  of  the 
state  shall  be  separately  kept  and  safely  invested,  and  neither 
of  them  shall  be  appropriated  or  used  in  any  manner  other 
than  for  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  shall  have  been 
provided. 

§  14.  Neither  the  legislature,  canal  board,  canal  appraisers, 
nor  any  person  or  persons  acting  in  behalf  of  the  state,  shall 
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aadit,  allow,  or  pay  any  claim  which,  as  between  citizens 
of  the  state  ,  womd  be  barred  by  lapse  of  time.  The  limi- 
tation of  existing  claims  shall  begin  to  run  from  the  adoption 
of  this  section  ;  Dut  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to 
revive  claims  already  barred  bv  eidstinff  statutes,  nor  to  repeal 
any  statute  fixing  the  time  witiiin  whicn  claims  shall  be  pre- 
sented or  allowed,  nor  shall  it  extend  to  any  claims  duly  pre- 
sented within  the  time  allowed  by  law,  and  prosecuted  with 
due  diligence  from  the  time  of  such  presentment.  But  if  the 
claimant  shall  be  under  legal  disability,  the  claim  may  be  pre- 
.sented  within  two  years  after  such  disability  is  removed.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  proj>osiiig  amendments 

to  article  eight  of  the  constitution. 

Whereas,  At  the  last  "session  of  the  legislature,  the  follow- 
ing amendment  was  proposed  in  the  senate  and  assembly,  viz. : 

That  article  eight  of  the  constitution  be  amended,  by  amend- 
ing section  four  thereof,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  4.  The  legislature  snail,  by  general  law,  conform  all  char- 
ters of  savings  banks,  or  institutions  for  savings,  to  a  uni- 
formity of  powers,  rights  and  liabilities,  and  all  charters 
hereafter  granted  for  such  corporations  shall  be  made  to  con- 
form to  such  general  law  and  to  such  amendments  as  may  be 
made  thereto.  And  no  such  corporation  shall  have  any  capital 
stock,  nor  shall  the  trustees  thereof,  or  any  of  them,  have  any 
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interest  whatever,  direct  or  indirect,  in  the  profits  of  such  cor- 
poration ;  and  no  director  or  trustee  of  any  such  bank  or 
institution  shaU  be  interested  in  any  loan  or  use  of  any  money 
or  property  of  such  bank  or  institution  for  savings.  'Ab  legis- 
lature shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  act  granting  any  special 
charter  for  banking  purposes ;  but  corporations  or  associations 
may  be  formed  for  purposes  under  general  laws. 

And  further,  by  adding  thereto  additional  sections  to  "be 
known  as  sections  ten  and  eleven,  as  follows : 

§  10.  Neither  the  credit  nor  Hie  money  of  the  state  shaU  be 
given  or  loaned  to  or  in  aid  of  any  association,  corporation  or 
private  undertaking.  This  section  shall  not  however,  prevent 
the  legislature  from  making  such  provision  for  the  education 
and  support  of  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  juvenile 
delinquents,  as  to  it  may  seem  proper.  Nor  shall  it  apply  to 
anv  fund  or  property  now  held,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
held  by  the  state  for  educational  purposes. 

§  11.  No  county,  city,  town  or  village  shall  hereafter  give 
any  money  or  property,  or  loan  its  money  or  credit,  to  or  in 
aid  of  any  individual,  association  or  corporation,  or  become, 
directly  or  indirectly,  the  owner  of  stock  in  or  bonds  of  snj 
association  or  corporation,  nor  shall  any  such  county,  city, 
town  or  vUla^e  be  allowed  to  incur  any  mdebtedness,  except 
for  county,  city,  town  or  village  purposes.  This  section  shall 
not  prevent  such  county,  city,  town  or  village  from  making 
such  provision  for  the  aid  or  support  of  its  poor  as  may  be 
authorized  by  law.

We  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  grateful  to 
Almighty  God  for  our  Freedom^  in  order  to  aecure  its 
blessings,  do  establish  this  CoNSxiTunoir. 

ARTICLE  L 

Seotion  1.  No  member  of  this  State  shall  be  diaftan- 
chised,  or  deprived  of  any  of  the  rights  or  privil^ies 
secured  to  any  citizens  thereof,  unless  by  the  law  of  the 
land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers.

No  person  shall  be  subject  to  be  twice  put 
in  jeopardy  for  tiie  same  offense  ;  nor  shall  he  be.  com- 
I)elled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  him- 
self ;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  with- 
out due  process  of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property  be 
taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

Sec.  7.  When  private  property  shall  be  taken  for  any  Private 
public  use  the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  when  ^^  * 
such  compensation  is  not  made  by  the  State,  shall  be 
ascertained  by  a  jury  or  by  not  less  than  three  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  a  court  of  record,  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.
